Ambrose Bierce, the intrepid writer 
and satirist, for whom search has been 
made these many months by untiring 
relatives and friends, has been located 
at last where the searchers naturally 
should have looked first—on the firing 
line. Through the kindly offices of 
theState Department at Washington 
he has been located at last on the 
staff of Gen. Joffre of the French 
army. Bierce is now close to 73 years 
of age, and leads by several years the 
ages of Gen. Joffre and of Gen. Von 
Hindenberg, whose spectacular cam- 
paigns in Poland have attracted so 
much attention. At 20, Bierce was 
a captain in the Union forces of the 
Civil War, and was breveted as major 
for gallantry. Ever since then he has 
entertained a secret hankering to be- 
come a soldier of fortune. Two years 
ago he disappeared into Mexico and 
joined the staff of Gen. Villa, that he 
might rub elbows and ideas with the 
Mexican revolutionists and gather at 
firet hand their viewpoints and as- 
pirations. 

Clarence Edward Willard, a modest 
young man from a little town in Ohio.

Hansen and the Fishermen. 
Preconceived notions are tenacious 
things. We hate to get rid of them 
even when we must. The active 
imagination constructs a hundred por- 
traits and personalities that are as 


different from reality as may be. This 
is especially true when we think of 
our favorite authors and artists. Their 
works prcject mental images of them 
before us. And how false to facts 
those images are apt te be! 

Looking at the paintings by Armin 
C. Hansen now on view in Exposition 
Park, you will at once and inevitably 
conclude that the painter of such big 
men and breezy seas must be big and 
breezy himself. No other scrt of man 
could possibly have done them. You 
also decide that he must be yotng— 
for they have the feeling of strength 
that abides in youth. You will be 
right, for Armin Hansen is big and 
young and strong—the living embod- 
iment of his own pictures. 

Net without good and sufficient 
reasons does he paint fishermen and 
the sea. The main reason is not that 
he was born in San Franciscc, and 
“brought, up,” so to speak, on the 
bay. You must go much further back 
than that. His people were born in 
Schieswig-Holstein, which is German 
today, but which was Danieh not long 
ago. The Danes, with the other Scan- 
dinavians, have been sea rovers and 
sea conquercrs for thousands of years. 

So naturally enough, young Armin 
Hansen, after hig art studies in San 
Francisco and Stuttgart and Munich 
and Paris, settled for five vears at 
Nieuport, on the North Sea—that 
Same entrancing fishing town that the 
war has made so famous and so un- 
happy. From there he traveled on 
trawlers—exciting traveling it must 
often have been—on the North Sea 
and the White Sea, painting when 
wind and tide permitted, taking nctes 
always. During his stay abroad, as 
the catalogue informs us, “he asso- 
ciated with many of the most emi- 
nent artists of Europe.” 

No doubt some of these eminent 


} artists did him a lot of good, but not 


so much gcod as the fishermen he 
associated with, ‘or from these he 
learned a great many things about 
life, a matter of more importance 
than things about. paint. For it is 
the splendid vitality of Hansen's pic- 
tures that strikes you first and fore- 
most and all the time, and you feel, 
Inetinctively, that he got this from 
himeelf and nature, not from his fel- 
low artists. His friends, no doubt, 
gave him pointers on paint, but Han- 
sen handles his brushes so superbly 
that vou know he is expressing him- 
self, and not any rules of thumb. 
You can't teach a man how to paint 
“Whaleboatmen,.” the largest and 
most important of the eighteen can- 
vases now being éxhibited. The splen- 
did, swinging vigor of the three fig- 
ures on the wharf—the purple and 
blue opaline shimmer of morning on 
the sea—-the keen outdoor feeling of 
it all—the pulsing healthiness of it— 
these things are not taught in the 
schools, they are hardly hinted dt in 
the studios, and they cannot be caught 
by anything less than a man's own 
spirit. And it must be a big spirit, 
a soul that is alive. Armin Hansen 
has caught them and recorded them. 
He has caught them at Nieuport, on 
the bay at Oakland, among the fish- 
ermen at, Monterey, and the is now 
in Los Angeles) he is also thinking 
of trying his hand at San Pedro. From 
Nieuport we have “Along the Quay,” 
the picturesque wharf, which is now 
demolished by shot and shell. In 
this canvas the color is rich and full, 
the sky luminous and gray with mols- 
ture. From Nteuport, too; we have 
“The Old Farm.” whose red-roofed 
house has been turned into a hospital. 
The gray-green tones in “Off for the 
Night Catch” are very true and very 
beautiful.

Richly attractive is the tawny yellow 
background, relieved by pure pinks 
and greens, of “Cowboy Sport, Salinas 
Redeo.” The figures in “Salmon Pack- 
era, Monterey Bay,” are seen against a 
wonderful green sea. “Spring Light, 
West Flanders,” has fresh greens and 
a living sky.

IN THE MAY MAGAZINES. 

Three among the leading art jour- 
nals of this country publish articles 
this month that concern art doings in 
the Southwest.

Mr. Russell's idea that conquest is only 
made disastrous by the resistance 
which causes it to be accompanied by 
leas of life or destruction of property 
is to my mind utterly unethical. Con- 
quest, in the view of norma! men, is 
a disaster per se, which far transcends 
the acts of violence by which it may 
be accomplished. For it destroys the 
human relations, traditions, and 
loyalties, which normal men count 
most precious, and establishes relations 
of subjection and servility, which they 
most detest. 

“It is idle to say that the subeti- 
tution of German for British contre! 
of the British Empire would be com- 
patible with the continuance of the 
English language, English self-gov- 
ernment, or English mercantile pros- 
perity. It might or might not be, 
and in all probability would only be, 
if the English, after being conquered, 
recovered enough strength to fight 
their conquerors for these privileges. 
But, unquestionably it would have 
profound and far-reaching effects, and 


all of them, from the English - point 


of view, in the last degree. calaml- 
tous. 

“Thus, while Mr. Russell calle bis 
article ‘The Ethics of War,’ his analy- 
sis is most defective on ite ethical 
side. To get to the éthical reots of 
the matter we must begin by acknowl- 
edging that there are cértain things 
for which men care more than they 
care for lives. This is the guiding 
motive of ware for principles and 
wars for self-defense, and even 
though more) standards vary and the 
principles of one generation may 
seem superstitions to the next, that 
is still the greatest fact about hu- 
man nature, and it must be rated 
as of the highest ethical value. We 
shall make no progress in this analy- 
sis until we realize how far thie ideal 
element enters inte war. It is not 
the pride of military glory which 
makes men fight fer their soil, or 
their homes, or resist a tyranny in 
arms, but affection, loyalty, end a 
and dignity. 
There is no ‘nobler pride’ which will 
‘overcome these emotions, and the 
idea that modern any more | 
[than ancient or meédieval, will prove 
indestructible without them is an 
lusion. 

“If we want to get rid Of 
war, and to find some more 
rational way of MIitigating hu- 
man differences, we must begin by 
recognizing the reality and high value 
of all these emotions, and we must | 
throw the blame on the aggressor who 
violates them, and not on the vic- 
tim who resista him. The contrary 
process, which lets hostile aggression 
go free and saddles fts victim with 
the disasters of war. inverts all the 
ethical standards and throws us on 
a hopelessly false track. Ultimately. 
this line of reasoning leads to abolish- 
ing the police and letting burglars 
have the run of our houses, In the 


any law and justice resting on force 
in civil life as te the use of force 
between nations.” 

Another opponent of Mr. Russell's 
theories is Prof. Ralph Barton Perry

THE HONEY BEE. By Samuet Merwin.

R. MERWIN has carried the art of 


story-telling to unusual jheights in 
“The Honey Bee;” style with a charm 


to it unfolds the strange, human, expe- 
riences of Hilda Wilson, American business 
woman, during her nominal vacation in 
Paris.

few months, but useless detail is largely 
eliminated, every situation has its inevi- 
table influence in assisting Hilda to break 
through the conventional stage settings of 
life and get behind the scenes where men 
and women live, wickedly 
withal biamelessly. 

Blink Moran, with whom’ she forms so 
close a friendship that it is necessary to 
refuse his offer of marriage, is rather an 
idealized type of pugilist; but, taking him 
as the author has made him, Blink is an 
admirable fellow, consistently drawn. 

Hilda, Blink and Adele—the last is one 
of the Amerfhan “Texas Twister” dancers 
~——are plausibly drawn together over the 
cradle of a little, sick, flegitimate baby 
whose French mother is helpless in the 
hospital, and the association fuses into a 
close friendship. 

Hilda regards life and all its affairs more 
or less as a business, somewhat analogous 
to the manner of running a department 
store; and, when “The Honey Bee” opens, 
the strict conventions are her rules in the 
business of life. But, psychologically, she 
is transformed.when the story ends. 

One by one those who try to “put over 
the proposition of marriage” fail, and in the 
end she voluntarily goes to the man from 
whom she has fled, a man who cannot take 
her as his wife. But high artistry sustains 
this, as every other, situation: nothing of- 
fends, we may say there seems to be little 
that is ethically wrong. 

The description of the prize fight between 
Moran and the redoubtable Carpentier, the 
enthusiasm of the vulgar Mrs. Huybers, 
wife of Moran's manager, the bewildering 
emotions at conflict within Hilda as she 
watches, makes one of the most interesting 
passages in current fiction.

JACK LONDON’S LATEST. 
THE SCARLET PLAGUE. By Jeck Lonton. 
Macmitian Company, New York. 


T IS saying a whole lot to call “The 


Scarlet Plague” perhaps’ the poorest, 
cheapest, most inconsequential and 


least pleasing piece of work from the point 


of artistry or entertainment that Jack Lon- 
don has ever done. The shortness of the 
novel is one redeeming feature; all the other 
features indicate the hasty constructed 
potboiler, made from the remnants of such 
London ideas as have more or less vitalized 
other books. 

Some sixty years after the world bas been 
more than decimated by the “scarlet 
plague,” but a few score people remain on 
the Pacific Coast and these are rapidly re- 
verting to barbdrism. 

This plague swept with incredible swift- 
ness around the world; whole cities were 
devastated within a few days, and terrible 
scenes of rioting and violence followed the 
breaking down of civilization, but in. the 
end there were only a handful of survivors, 
among them a young professor of literature 
at Berkeley, who, as a withered old man, 
dressed in skins, relates the story. 

All of Mr. London's pet and pampered 
hobbies are ridden through the story, which 
one may finish easily in ninety minutes. 
We glimpse the brutal chauffeur—¢he Lon- 
don cave man—who has taken for his mate 
the refined daughter of the nation’s greatest 
magnate: we have the talk of wage-siaves 
dinned in our ears; we see the sprouting 
of religious superstition which allows med- 
icine men, and later preachers and ab 
to batten on the labor of their cringing fe 
lows; and we get a fragmentary depict-

THE BELOVED. By James Oppenheith. B. W.

HE publishers are right in the little 
- notice accompanying this novel: One 

likes it immensely or doesn’t immense- 
ly. It is something new, yet typical of Mr. 
Oppenheim—one feela that he is straining 
to push through every conventional ar- 
tistic limitation; his fretful, dynamic epirit 
is impatient of restrictions, He is some 
thing like a rocket, trying to get himeelf 
ignited and go zipping away with a series 
of repercussions that will send bim. beyond 
the moon. 

“The Beloved” has some of the manner- 
ism of Carlyle, a color or two that might 
have been taken off the palette of Zola and 
considerable of the soft idealism present | 
in many youthful novels. The style is sal- 
tatory, situations are sketched with impres- 
sionalistic freedom; and, though there are 
peasares. brilliant and smashing, the book 
ig & lachrymose romance pitched in an un- 
usnally shrill key. 

“Deviin's” is & tenderloin “dump” and Mr. 
Oppenheim has put on the realism with a 
heavy hand. Ralph Hardy, a poet, pure and 
therefore inexperienced, drops in to take a 
look at “life” and is promptly annexed by 
Trixie, a young tiger-cat, casually connected 
with the moving pictures. 

Trixie flays men in the melodramatic 
fashion that all youthful novelisis impute 
to women who live by the highest paid 
unskilled WAbor; but she is amazed and 
angry to find that Ralph is not as other 
men. Contrition snifites her an overwhelm- 
ing blow; especially when Ralph earnestly 
proclaims an undying. unselfish love. He 
is very young and unsophisticated. 

Accepting the author's premises, we are 
not inclined to quarrel! with his conclusions; 
but the pathetic death which obviates test- 
ing Ralph's love in wedlock shows discern- 
ment on the author's part. One whose 
kisses and hand have been claimed so pro- 
miscuously could hardly wipe out all taste 
for sin as she wiped the rouge from her 
lips—but a combination of both good and 
bad fortune change her character and her 
position in the world. 

“The Beloved” falls far short of what the 
manifest energy within it intended; the 
theme is almost as absurd as trying to grow 
an orchid in a garbage can; but there is 
sometimes a fine frenzy in the emotional 
stress, and no one can fairly accuse it of 


being flaccid.

in Los Angeles. Heretofore, & has 
usually been the assessment districts 
alone that have footed the bills for 
public improvements, with the public 
generally participating without cost 
to itself in the benefits. The viaduct 
proceedings are decidedly an innova- 
tion and have in them a significance 
that promises to be far-reaching. 
The project, duly set forth by reseo- 
lution, has already been approved by 
the City Council, which has gone fo 
far as to instruct the City Attorney to 
prepare the necessary ordinance of in- 
tention. In so far as the city 
eounty are concerned, all points are 
covered by an enabling act, passed hy 
the State Legislature at ite inet 
sion, giving cities and counties in Ca}- 
ifornia the right to unite in carrying 
out public tmprovements benefiting 
the general community. Conferences 
with the railway c@ictals and inter 
ested property owners must, of course, 
follow, but no serious to 
the plan seems to be anticipated by its 
nsors.

As the ones 
directly benefited, they have agreed to 
the formation of an assessment dis- 
trict which will bear a larger propor~- 
tion of the total cost than will any 
other one contributing factor, bat on 
the point of refusing w pay the entire 
expense they have stood firm. 

Of course, the thing that interests 
the assessment-burdene4 properts 
owners of Los Angeles the most is the 
fact that the city should have recog 
nized any obligation to share in the 
expense of the viaduct. The number 
of cases in which the county could 
reasonably be asked to help out ip 
city improvements are not numerous, 
It so happens that the viaduct is the 
one thing most needed to give easy 
access between the county highways 
touching the city on the east and the 
downtown district.

BELL TOLLED BY 
HIS FOREFATHER. 
OF LIBERTY 


REWC REVEAIS HURRY'S 
DESCENDANT HERE. 


When it reaches Los Angeles, the 
famous old Liberty Bell may recognize 
the spirit of an old friend, the con- 
necting link with ite famous day in 
history, in the person of C. L. Peebles, 
direct descendant of Willlam Hurry, 
the bellringer, who tolled out the 
measage of freedom on Independence 
Day, 1776, back in Philadelphia. 

The grave of the illustrious Hurry 
was for years lost but came to light 
in 1905, when the sexton of the old 
Pine-street Presbyterian Church in 
Philadelphia, in clearing up a few of 
the neglected headstones in the 
abandoned cemetery adjacent to the 
church, came across the name of 
Hurry. Only the fact that the bell 
is coming to Los Angeles disclosed 
that one of his direct descendants 
resides in Southern California. Had 
it not been for this, few persons 
would ever have known about Mr. 
Peebles of No. 1417 Sunset boulevard 
and his famed progenitor. 

The old tombstone had for its in- 
scription the words: 

“In Memory of 
William Hurry 
Who Departed This Life 

October 22, 1781. 
Aged 60 years and 2 months; 

Also Titus Owens 
Who Departed this Life 

Auguat 12, 1880. 

Aged 26 years and 6 month: 

Also Margaret, his Daughter, 
Who died July 24, 1800, 

Aged 18 months.”

A rather remarkable family trait 
is that through the years past, there 
have been very few sons among the 
descendants of Hurry, the local Mr.

His great-grandmother was 
Sara Ann Stetler, named dfter her 
grandmother, Sara Ann Hurry. Miss 
Stetler, whose brother was a religious 
writer and speaker of some note in 
the middle part of last century, mar- 
ried a Mr. Norris. A daughter of the 
match was Margaret Norris, who 
married J. M. Peebles, father of the 
local man. 

C. L. Peebles is a former druggist, 
having come here from Ogden several 
years ago and having lived in retire- 
ment since that time. He has three 
daughters, Mra. Robert Daniels, Mrs. 
Reginald Clapp and Mrs. Edward Col- 
burn. Their children, with the ex- 


ception of a son of Mrs. Daniels, are

JAIL ANOTHER 
LOTTERY MAN. 


Agent Amplifies Statements 
About Alleged Ring. 


More Arrests Yet Expected 
by Police Inspector. 
Offer of Help is Given by 
District Attorney. 


Continuing the investigation of the 
alleged lottery ring which is believed 
to have been ,operating here for 
months without fear of interruption, 
detectives from the office of. Inspector 
Home of the police department yes- 
terday afternoon arrested another 
“agent” and locked him in the City 
Jail on suspicion of a felony. He is 
Edward Lower, who was taken from 
his home, No. 1307 West Pico street. 
His bail was fixed at $500 and he was 
unable to furnish it. 

When the officers raided Lower's 
home they found a large number of 
lottery tickets and paraphernalia 
used in the sale of them. This wil! 
be turned over to the United States 
District Attorney's office tomorrow 
and it is expected a Federal com- 
plaint will be issued against the man. 

Lower is sald to have confessed to 
Inspector Home that he has been en- 
gaged in the lottery business and that 
he knew all along that Larry Sullivan, 
former detective in the employ of the 
County District Atterney’s office, had 
some connection with the loca) ring. 
He said, however, that he never met 
Sullivan personally. 

EXPECTS MORE ARRESTS. 


Inspector Home stated last night 
that several more important arrests 
will be made during the next few days 
and that the evidence against Sulli- 
van, W. J. Danford, W. H. H. Young. 
the “lottery king.” Arthur Daniels 
and others is becoming stronger every 
hour. That some well-known men 
high up in official circles will be im- 
plicated in the investigation Inspector 
Home said is certain, and a sensa- 
eg arrest may be made at any 
time. 

Strenuous efforts were made yester- 
day by Larry Sullivan and W. J. Dan- 
ford, the disbarred attorney, to secure 
bail, which is fixed at $3500 in each 
case. Neither succeeded in finding 
responsible citizens who would vouch 
for their appearance in the Federal 
Bullding next Saturday. Sullivan 
offered to put up $3500 in cash, but 
he was told that his bonds must be 
secured by two citizens of good rep- 
utation, and he was unable to find 
them. 

Yesterday morning Danford sent 
word to the County District Attorney's 
office that he wanted to see a repre- 
sentative of that office and Secretary 
Hartson of the county grand jury. 
The latter, accompanied by Deputy 
District Attorney Keyes, went to in- 
terview him. ey reported he had a 
complaint to make against the police. 
He said the officers at Central Police 
Station refused to let him see an at- 
torney after his arrest Friday. His 
complaint was given no consideration. 

During the day Dist.-Atty. Wool- 
wine sent letters to the police depart- 
ment and the United States District 
Attorney requesting that he be noti- 
fied if there is any evidence in con 
nection with the lottery case which 
his office should take up.

WHEEL 
OF LITIGATION. 


Japanese Growers Ask Federal 
Court to Prevent Settlement or De- 
lay of Cases and to Enforce Divi- 
sion of Money Secured on Fifty 
Per Cent. Basis. 


An action quite oyt of the ordinary, 
involving recent litigation on the sub- 
ject of the alleged Violation of the 
Sherman Anti-trust Law, and the 
melon interests in Imperial county, 
was filed in the United States District 
Court yesterday. 

The orators in the cause are T. 
Saitow, S. Monijama, T. Abe, I. lisuki, 
K. Tano and N. Kida, against George 
Kunthiro and Edward Byrnes. Al! 
the parties are Japanese, the orators 
being melon growers, and Byrnes, an 
attorney of Chicago. 


It is alleged that the orators, rep- 
resenting 80 per cent. of the melon 
sTowers of Imperial county, assigned 
certain rights in an action against 
certain distributors of melons, to the 
defendants; and that in the seasons 
of 1908-1909-1910-1911-1912-1913 and 
1914, the melon growers employed as 
cOmmission merchants for the han- 
dling of their crops, the Lyons Bros., 
Arthur Miller, M. 0. Coggins Com- 
pany, Clifford A. Coggins, C. Swift 
Follens, Mutitial Distribution Com- 
pany, Adolph Levy, Edward 8S. Arm- 
strong, Frank E. Wagner, William L. 
Wagner, Charles H. Weaver. Charlies 
A. Weaver, L. Bernard Kilbourne, 
William F. Morpf, Ira Dodge Hale, 
James ‘‘rutehfield, Robert B. Wool- 
folk, Peter P. Hoviey, Western Can- 
talope Exchange, Joseph Friedheim. 
Duncan Campbell Company. A. G. 
Kohnhorst and the United Marketing 
Company. 

It is further alleged that In 1912 
Byrnes being familiar with the grow- 
ing and marketing of melons in Im- 
perial county discovered that the dis- 
tributors had entered into a secret 
and unlawful! combination in restraint 
of trade and that the distributors 
had retained commissiona, rebates, 
freight charges and claims paid by 
the railroads for melons lost or dam- 
aged in transit. It was alleged that 
the business‘of the growers had been 
injured to the extent of $556,000, and 
that the moneys retained by the dis- 
tributors from the growers was esti- 
mated at $498,000. ‘ 

Tn 1912, it is charged, Byrnes em- 
ployed Kunthiro to procure from the 
growers an authorization to bring ac- 
tion In the name of Kunthiro, and to 
employ Byrnes to Dring an action. 
Assignments were secured, and it is 
said many of the blanks were not 
signed, but were subsequently filled 
out by Kunihiro or his agent. 

On December 3, 1912, it is alleged 
that Kunihiro and Byrnes secured a 
contract by which they were to re- 
ceive 60 per cent. of all moneys se- 
cured as a result of the suit, and it 
is now assertd that they claim to be 
the sole owners of the cause of ac- 
tion to them ass ; 

A suit was filed in the Superior 
Court of Los Angeles county in June, 
1913, against the distributors, requir- 
ing an accounting from the defend- 
ants and asking for a judgment of 
$498,000. It is asserted that the suit 
was allowed to lie dormant and no 
action was begun to enforce the col- 
lection, 

The gist of the long complaint is 
that it is charged the defendants in- 
tend to compromise and settle the 
actions for far less than the sum de- 
manded in the petitions; that the 
matter is being delayed so that the 
statute of limitation may run and de- 
feat justice. It is also charged that 
the defendants are not worth to ex- 
ceed $25,000, and that all of the prop- 
erty of Byrnes is in the name of an- 
other. 

The prayer of the petition is that 
the court find the defendants were in- 
solvent at the time-of the filing of 
the bill: that they be required to ac- 
count for the property that has come 
into their hands; that the defendants 
hold the assignments of the growers 
for collection only: that they be re- 
strained from compromising the pro- 
ceedings against the producers, and 
that the money collected as a result 
of the suits be divided.

ROM a piece of ribbon ten inches 

long and three inches wide «a 

most convenient case for the 
traveling girl can be made.

HILE skirts grew steadily voluminous, sleeves remained stur- 
dily narrow,.comparatively, for a most commendable time. Wide 
skirts, however, invariably spell wide sleeves in the end, as 

every fashion authority knows, and it was just a case of lie low until 
the sleeves began to puff up and assert themselves. 

There was a time when the sleeve was the most important part of 
attire, both masculine and feminine, and was, more often than not, the 
only part of the garment ornamented. Sometimes two pairs of sleeves 
came with one gown, so that they could be changed at will, as one nowa- 
days changes a girdle or ribbon on a frock. So, if you once had been 
the most important part of something and you suddenly saw another 

/ part of that something taking on proportions that you considered far

beyond its station in life, you'd begin, too, to puff yourself into noticeable 
size, wouldn’t you? 

It was in 1830 that sleeves attained their fullest glory, and the as- 
surance of an old designer, “O sleeve! O sleeve! I'll study all night, 
madam, to magnify your sleeves!” must, from old prints, have been a 
reality. The 1830 sleeve assumed balloonlike proportions when short and 
at times tapered into a tightness at the wrist to form the famous leg-o’- 
mutton sleeve. It was then the fashion for the sleeves to extend suffi- 
ciently beyond the shoulder line that the sleeve and hem of the full flaring 
skirt were on an exact line. Epaulettes and cascades of lace were draped 
and piled upon them, ruffles, flounces, etc., etc., etc.

America After 
high standing, and that means 
of great intelligence, expressed the 
opinion that his country was deter- 
mined to draw the United States into 
the war, on the side of Germany's ene- 


mies rather than not at all. His rea- 
son was seemingly logical. He said 
that Europe pines be krupt by the 


war, and that unless America was 
drawn in and forced to spend her 
money she would have the world by 
the tail (if the expression may be 
used,) industrially and commercially. 

There is no doubt of the depletion 
of the private and public funds of 
Europe by the war now going.on. On 
the first of May the war loans on both 
sides of the conflict aggregated $9,613,- 
400,000, and it is costing perhaps $10,- 
000,000 or $15,000,000 a day every day 
the war continues. The annual sav- 
ings of Great Britain are guessed to 
be about $2,000,000,000 a year, but the 
war is costing that country in an ex- 
cess of imports over exports a sum 
quite equal to her annual net savings. 
The kingdom has already spent more 
than she has saved in a year, and will 
spend two or three times as much be- 
fore the war is over. 

The financial condition of the banks 
of Europe is astonishing in the face of 
the war. The circulation and deposits 
of the different banks in Europe, a 
dozen of them, on the first of May, 
1915, amounted to $9,249,585,000, or 
more than twice as much as on the 
same date a year ago. Not only this, 
but the gold holdings of the different 
banks, a dozen of them again, have in- 
creased greatly during the war. At 
the present time there are $3,103,500,- 
000, compared with a year ago $2,462,- 
150,000. 


The people have been very patriotic 


fiin all the countries engaged in the war, 


and have freely given up their real 
money to the government to back the 
conflict. England is the only one of 
the belligerents getting much gold 
from her mines. The Bank of Eng- 
land receives approximately $20,000,- 
000 per month of new gold from mines 
in the different parts of the empire. 

The public in the different warring 
countries are not only giving up their 
real money to the government to meet 
the expenses of the war, but they must 
be lending their credit as a. basis for 
government credit. Of course, this is 
what is known in banking circles as 
pyramiding, a dangerous proceeding 
which unless watched closely will lead 
to terrible disaster in time. In any 
case, all Europe will be practically 
bankrupt by the time the war is over, 
however soon that may be. 


Our own financial system is very 
different, indeed. While the war has 
checked business # some respects in 
the country it has stimulated it greatly 
in others. Exports for March of 1915 
exceeded those for the same month of 
the previous year by $111,000,000. Im- 
ports fell off $24,500,000. The excess 
of exports over imports was $141,000,- 
000, and for four months, December to 
March, our credit balance in foreign 
trade ran to $592,300,000. A draft on 
the United States is said to be good 
anywhere in the world, and the money 
market with us is peculiarly easy. 

When the war ceases we shall be 
the only people on earth in a position 
to carry on our industries and com- 
merce, and loan mongy to other na- 
tions among the whole family of na- 
tions. 

The German quoted in the begip- 
ning of this article may have been 
right as to the wishes of his govern- 
ment. We do not know about that. 
But .in any case, anyone who s 
America to become exhausted of 
money during the war will surely be 
mistaken. It will be a very happy cir- 
cumstance for the world if we have 
money to carry on our industries and 
commerce and to loan to those whose

who are not disappointed in the 
achievements of the Russian army are 
those who understand that country 
and its resources best. 


At the outbreak of the war Germany 
had 5,200,000 men trained to war, Aus- 
tria-Hungary 2,000,000, and Turkey 
700,000, a total of 7,900,000. Russia 
had 5,500,000, France 4,000,000, Great 
Britain 730,000, and the Belgian army 
about 75,000, a total of 10,305,000. 
The population of Germany is 65,- 
000,000, of Austria-Hungary 50,000,- 
000, the Turkish empire 20,000,000, a 
total of 135,000,000. The population 
of Russia alone is 160,000,000, or more 
than that of all the Teutons and their 
allies together, while Great Britain has 
a population of 45,000,000, and France 
of 40,000,000, making a total of 245,- 
000,000, or nearly twice as many as the 
opponents of the allies. 
As the war drags on and as it be- 
comes more and more evident that it 
may not cease until the last man capa- 
ble of bearing arms, the last horse and 
the last dollar are gone, the following 
figures become very enlightening, 
showing the available number of men 
on the two sides: Germany 7,800,000, 
Austria-Hungary 6,000,000, Turkey 
2,400,000, a total of 16,200,000. The 
available arm-bearing men in Russia 
is far above the total of the three na- 
tions arrayed against the allies, for 
Russia has a possible army of 19,200,- 
000. Add to this Great Britain’s pos- 
sible force, 5,400,000, and France's 
4,200,000, it gives a total of 29,400,000. 
To Russia was assign d by its allies 
the task of attacking the Teuton 
armies all along the frontier between 
Russia and Austria-Germany. The 
above figures will show the advantage 
the #luscovite armies had over their 
opponents, divided as they were in 
fighting the French-English allies in 
the west. 
Those ill-acquainted with the situ- 
ation expected the Russian armies to 
smash right through the Teuton en- 
emy and reach Berlin and Vienna in a 
one, two, three order. They are still 
wondering why their expectations have 
not come to pass. It is not because 
Russia was not ready for the war as 
much as she intended to be, for she 
mobilized before Germany did. Nor 
is it because of the lack of virility or 
courage in the Russian soldier. Why 
was it? 
A glance at the map of Russia com- 
pared with that of Germany-Austria, 
anda few figures answer the whole 
question. It was simply the lack of 
railroad facilities, of ammunition fac- 
tories, and of thorough military drill in 
the order that these stand here. For 
the purpose of the comparison in mind, 


only Germany-Austria and Russia 


need to be taken. The total area of 
Germany-Austria is just a little short 
of 500,000 square miles. In that area 
the railroad systems measure in the 
two empires 65,565 miles. Now note 
the condition in Russia. Her territory 
comprises 8,647,657 square miles, and 
in that whole area the railroads meas- 
ure only 47893 miles. Not only are 
the railroads insufficient, but the com- 
mon roads of Russia are about the 
worst in the world. 


The German railroad system is 
about the best in the world, and the

hour of a human life for a year of a 
‘city’s life. 

There are many here now who can 
look back and picture Los eles as 
she was when the Civil War closed in 
1865. The population was about 5000, 
of which a round thousand perhaps 
were native-born Americans. Right 
then the first boom in immigration 
came on, hundreds of people leaving 
the South where the war had impover- 
ished them to seck their “old fortunes 
in a country new.” 


We all know trom experience or 
from reading what has taken place in 
that half-century. Los Angeles has 
grown to be a city of more than half a 
million souls from an adobe town 
among the cow counties. The busi- 
ness fifty years ago was all done within 
a stone’s throw of the Temple Block. 
It now stretches to the harbor twenty 
miles away and to the confines of 
Pasadena ten miles in the other di- 
rection. 

It is of tomorrow that we wish to 
speak most particularly. What will 
Los Angeles be twenty-five years 
hence? The city at that time will in- 
clude all of the territory below the 
mountains and this side of the San 
Gabriel River. It will be about as 
dense a piece of territory in population 
as the sun looks down upon. It will 
have a network of streets the finest in 
the world, aligned with the most mag- 
nificent residences of the rich and the 
most beautiful homes of the average 
people. 

All we have to do is to set ourselves 
to thinking, and with our minds’ eye 
illuminated by imagination we can see 
the future better than words could pic- 
ture it. That there will be a million 
inhabitants in the territory outlined 
above is putting it exceedingly mildly. 
That figure is likely to be reached in 
less than ten years, and in twenty-five 
the population of the district, which 
will then be the city of Los Angeles, 
will be sure to reach the 2,000,000 
mark. 

It is the part of wisdom dictated by 
foresight that every person who possi- 
bly can should obtain a site for a home 
if itis only a small tot somewhere 
within the territory outlined in this 
article. The value of property is go- 
ing to go up and up and up until it 
gets out of the reach of all but very 
weaithy people. And this is not only 
so of the territory outlined here, but is 
sO m a very important way all over 
Southern California. . 


The government's new plan to en- 
courage the use of national forests for 
recreation purposes by allowing thirty- 
year leases to those who want to es- 
tablish summer resorts in the moun- 
tains is excellent. Applications are 
being filed in satisfactory numbers and 
the privilege will bring pleasure to a 
great many persons. The way to keep 
this privilege and to secure others is 
for people to protect the govern- 
ment property they are on exactly as 
they would their own. 


Pasadena has offered a prize of $10 
aS a premium on art in ash cans. This 
money is to be given to the person 
who can best combine beauty and util- 
ity in garbage receptacles. The idea 
is to be commended. We imagine 
that hundreds of persons stop to ad- 
mire a bunch of flowers which most of 
the street cleaners in Los Angeles se- 
curely tie each morning to their scrap- 
ers.

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Spelling of Names. 
(Pittsburgh Dispatch:] 
are particular about the spelling of their 
names,” says Prof. Ernest Weekley of Uni- 
versity College, Nottingham, in his new 
book, “The Romance of Names,” adding 
that he is so himself, though as a student 
of philology he ought to know better. This 
recalls the episode in Pickwick where Sam 
Weller appears as a witness. 

“Do you spell it with a V or a W?” in- 
quired the judge. 

“That depends upon the taste and fancy of 
the speller, my lord,” replied Sam. “I never 
had occasion to spell it more than once or 
twice in my life, but I spells it with a V.” 

It may be recalled by some of the older 
printers of Indianapolis that an ingenious 
compositor, long “holding cases” on the 
Journal, succeeded into getting into the com- 
pany of authors by publishing a little volume 
showing the multiplicity of ways in which 
the word Shakespeare might be spelt and 
misspelt. 

Prof. Weekley says that this greatest of 
Englishmen was so careless in his orthogra- 
phy as to sign himself Shagspear, a fact 
usually emphasized by Baconians when 
speaking of “the illiterate clown of Strat- 
ford-on-Avon.” The professor avers that the 
modern spelling of any particular name is a 
pure accident; that a considerable propor- 
tion of English people until recently did not 
spell their names at all, feaving it, as did 
Mr. Samuel Weller, to the taste and fancy 
of the speller; that they trusted to the par- 
son and the clerk, who did their best with 
unfamiliar names; that even now old people 
in the rural districts of England may find 
half a dozen orthographic variants of their 
own names among the spare documentary 
records of their humble lives. 

And this is as true of America as it is of 
England. The writer at one time in Indian- 
apolis knew three brothers, Germans, each 
of whom spelled his family name differently. 
rie also knew of a Tomlinson who spelt the 
family name, signifying the son of Tom-o’- 
the-linn, Tumbleson, aided thereto doubtless 
by his unlettered neighbors in a backwoods 
community in southern Indiana. 

“The spelling of the language,” says the 
professor, “is now practically normalized, 
although in conformity with no sort of prin- 
ciple; but the family name as a private pos- 
session has kept its freedom.

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OLD WINDOW DRAPERIES. 
To Lengthen and Renew. 

{New York Press: ] Curtains of scrim, 
net or any plain material, if badly shrunken 
can be lengthened by placing across the 
bottom a band of insertion and lace match- 
ing the color of the curtain. 

Lace curtains with a pattern at the bot- 
tom are more difficult to manage. If there 
is an over-drapery the net can be joined 
with a narrow band of insertion near the 
top and will not be seen. Scrim curtains 
that have outlived their usefulness as dra- 
peries can be converted into bureau and pin- 
cushion covers, the part that is not worn 


being utilized with a lace edge to finish 
it off. 


For the Bedroom. 


One pretty set I saw at a friend's house 
had a band one and one-half inches wide of 
pale yellow sateen all around the edge and 
just inside of that was a narrow lace in- 
sertion. The oblong pincushion cover was 
treated in the same way, and both had a 
yellow sateen cover underneath. The same 
idea could be cafried out in any shade, for 
a good sateen launders well. 


THE USEFUL POTATO. 
{Moravia (N. Y.) Republican:] To clean 
a vinegar cruet fill the cruet with finely- 
chopped potato skin, cork tightly and let it 
stand in a warm place three days; then 
turn the skins out and rinse the cruet with 
warm water and borax. 


To clean rusty knives use a raw potato 
dipped in brick dust. 

Potato parings dried in the oven are good 
to kindle fires, as they light easily. 

To clean Carpets grate a raw potato and 
rub over the surface of the carpet and fin- 
ish off with a clean cloth wrung out in warm 
water. 


To clean dresses grate two raw potatoes 
into a pint of cold water, strain through a 
sieve,.add another pint of water and let it 
settle. Dip a sponge inte the water and 
rub the soiled garment carefully, afterward 
rinsing with clear water. 

To elarify drippings slice a raw potato 
into the fat while rendering. It will absorb 
all impurities. 


To make light bread mash a boiled potato 
and add to the flour. 

For corned-beef hash chop a raw potato 
and add to the meat. 

To clean mud spots from silk, after wash- 
ing thoroughly rub soiled places with a raw 
potato. 


When a fern turns yellow slice a raw po 


tato and put it on top of the soll. This 
will draw out the worms. 


N THE LAUNDRY. 


Bianket Washing. 


{New York Sun:] Blankets should be 
washed upon a dry windy day. March is 
considered the best month for blankets, but 
they may be washed any time, if a windy 
day. Never wet more than one bianket at 
a time, whether small or large, neither 
should one be allowed to wait out of the 
water for another; it must be in readiness. 

Well shake all woolens before placing in 
the first water. This removes a deal of 
dust, and so the water is kept cleaner. If 
solled new blankets are going to be washed 
‘double the quantity of soap jelly will be re- 
quired than for an old one; the grease in 
the blankets hardens the water; then is 
the time they shrink. Of course there must 
be plenty of soap jelly in the first water and 
a clear one after. Uniess the blankets are 
much soiled, two good hot waters will be 
enough, but enough water must be in the 


pan to completely cover the blankets. A 
little blue may be added to the rinsing 
water. When well wrung out take the 


blanket at each end (two people) and shake 
well, selvedge way, and hang selvedge way 
upon the line. Do not pull the blanket too 
much or a scallop will be found top and 
bottom of the blanket. | 


Move While Drying. 


Blankets should be often moved when 
upon the line. When partly dry take them 
off, shake them and then put them back on 


the other side. They will be found equally 
dried, the same color, without the streaky 


lines so often seen in Diankets washed ac 
home. 

Many laundry women “teazle” the bian- 
kets; they look better, but soon wear out, 
and for this reason, if for no other, it is a 
good thing when possible to wash them at 
home 


KINKS IN THE KITCHEN. 
Soak Utensils Immediately. 


{Chicago Tribune:] Fill utensil three 
parts full of boiling water, putting in with 
this a small lump of soda, then when the 
dinner has been served all that is necessary 
is to empty them out, rinse them well to 
remove any scraps of food there may be left 
on them, dry them well and hang them up 
where the air can get at them. Next morn- 
ing, when the pots are cleaned, have ready 
some hot water to which soda has been 
added, in a large bath, dip the pans into 
this, then rub each pan well inside and out 
with a cloth previously soaped and dipped 
into fine cleanser; next rinse thoroughly 
in clean water, wipe the pan dry and put it 
back in its place. If necessary, it must be 
scoured again in the same way if stained 


When Pan Has Burned. 

Should the pan have been allowed to burn 
and there are still some burnt fragments 
clinging to it fill the pan full of boiling 
soda and water and let it all boll for a little 
when it should be cleaned as before. The 
lid must be cleaned in the same way, for 
often this is neglected, with the result that 
the food cooked next time in the pan is apt 
to have a disagreeable flavor for which ap- 
parently it is impossible to account.

Collar that Lends Height. ve 

Black satin ribbon 
ties give a false appearance of height to a 
certain type of collar which is good in 
either white satin or pique. The founda- 
tion, encircling the neck evenly, is divided 
from the top downward by the black rib- 
bon, which across the back is covered by 
a wide flap and flares outward. Under the 
ears it tapers into tabs, which Iie flat 
against the tle At times the necktle is 
omitted, and wisely so, too, if the face is a 
bit too plump. 


Neckwear for Full Chin. 


A collar of stiffened net, whose turn-over 
of net lace joins beneath the chin under a 
spray of tiniest flowers and then spreads 
itself into triangular ends, is very distinc. 
tive. It looks tall all round, but in reality 
it is enough depresged in front to be becom 
ing to a full chin. 


To Suit the Thin Woman. 


At last something to suit the thin woman 
has been designed. Her first choice is the 
black satin crush stock, upbullt with white. 
It surmounts a chemisette, and the two 
fasten invisibly, thereby differing from rival 
models, closing--or pretending to close— 
with tiniest buttons. 


CARE OF BABY. 


Siow Teething and Rickets. 


{Today's Magazine:] Difficult or slow 
teething is sometimes due to rickets, which 
is a disease in which the bones do not 
harden as they should. This can be 
guarded against by giving daily, after the 
first few months of life (say three or four) 
grape juice and orange juice in. small 
amounts, a teaspoonful of either, at first, 
well diluted, increasing the quantity gradu- 
ally, until by the time the child is a year 
old it is taking a tablespoonful of grape 
juice, or the juice of half an orange. Apple 
or prune juice may be added to the list 
after the child is six months old. The min- 
eral substances in these juices aid in hard- 
ening the bones and teeth. Beef juice in 
small quantities is very beneficial in cases 
of slow teething. 


Do Not Wean While Teething. 


Do not wean the baby during a period of 
teething. If a nursing baby refuses the 
breast, give it plain boiled, unsweetened 
water, or barley water instead, for ‘twenty- 
four hours, and do the same if it has vomit- 


Isinglass Nutritious. 


{indianapolis News: } A pudding much 
appreciatéd by children is made by lining 
a basin or mold with slices (which may be 


of all shapes and sizes) of dry bread 
slightly buttered, the basin also being 
greased, and filling in the center with 


sweetened milk and the juice from stewed 
fruit (two parts of the former to one of the 
latter) in which the proper amount of isin- 
glass to “set” it has been dissolved. Steam 
the pudding for ten minutes or so and let 
it get quite cold before turning out. Isin- 
glass of a really reliable make is really a 
valuable nutrient and jellies or “shapes” of 
any kind made with it ar@ well recom- 
nmrended for children. 


Pium Blanc Mange. 


Another admirable pudding on the same 
lines is made by filling the mold (either 
previously lined with bread or not) with 
well stewed plums which have been pressed 
in a pulp through a coarse sieve, beaten up 
with the requisite amount of isinglass dis- 
solved in warm juice, or a change may be 
rung by mixing corn flour made as for an 
ordinary blanc mange, and fruit pulp in 
equal quantities, and serving with a sauce 
of the fruit juice poured over it. 


FOR OUT-OF-DOORS. 


A Home-made Awning. 


{Christian Science Monitor: | 
is the mode of making an adaptable and 
comfortable awning: Buy four bamboo or 
cane poles about five feet long and fasten 
a brass hook into the top of each one. Now 
take four yards of material, one yard wide, 
either heavy unbleached muslin or dark 
green denim (either is soft and pliable.) 
Cut goods into twoyard lengths and sew 
the strips together, making a four-yard 
square. Hem all four edges and at each

over the hooks in the poles. Now drive 
your poles one foot into the earth or sand— 
wherever.you have elected to pitch your 
habitation, about two yards apart in a 
square, and when you have adjusted your 
top to it you will have a four-yard area of 
shade open to the cooling breezes in which 
four people can sit comfortably. The chief 
joy of this awning is the fact that it can be 
easily carried, and as readily removed from 
place to place without inconvenience. 


Burlap Covers for Porch Pillows. 


Natural colored turlap makes serviceable 
covers for porch pillows. To decorate, cut 
inch-wide strips of bright silk (possibly 
from discarded neckties or hair ribbons 
which have been washed,) thread in a tape 
needle and darn in half-inch stitches 
through the loosely-woven burlap a bold de. 
sign of Interlaced squares or triangles or a 
swastika. A half-dozen covers can be made 
in an afternoon, and they are very effective 
when piled in a porch settee or Gloucester 
hammock on the plazza of the summer bun- 
galow. 


LITTLE HOME CONTRIVANCES. 
The Cheese-Box Tray. 


{Farm and Fireside:] A cheese box 
with a part of a barrel hoop for a handle 
makes a very convenient tray for carrying 
several dishes of food—to or from the cel- 
lar, from kitchen to dining-room. One can 
use it also for bringing vegetables from the 
cellar or in from the garden. A coat of en- 
amel paint makes the tray easy to keep 
clean and fresh-looking.

MILLION and a half acres of as fer- 
A soll as there is on the face of 

the earth, under the most salubrious 
and beneficial climate’ under the sun, and 
with a population of a little more than 
35,000 human souls—such is Tulare county 
in the center of the great San Joaquin Val- 
ley, which lies in the center of the great 
State of California. In the county are 
40,000 acres of citrus-fruit trees, orange or- 
chards richer and more profitable than 
those of Valencia, Spain, lemon groves more 
luxuriant and productive than those of Sic- 
ily, raisin grapes as fine as ever flourished 
in Malaga, plum trees equaling those of 
France, apple trees as fine as anything in 
old England, interspersed with all the ce- 
reals of the northern hemisphere and alfalfa 
meadows rich as the clover fields of Ireland 
—gurely a great future lies before this 
great subdivision of the great State of Call- 
fornia. 

The farm property in this county in the 
year 1900 was worth $20,287,801. Ten years 
later, when the next census was taken, this 
valuation had grown to $76,539,642. At the 
present time the valuation is probably about 
$100,000,000. Of the more than 40,000 acres 
of citrus-fruit trees in the county, only about 
10,000 acres are in bearing. As the citrus- 
fruit orchards are the most valuable of all 
farm property, it will be seen that the value 
of the farms must increase very rapidly as 
these orchards come into bearing. But it 
is population that gives value to real estate, 
farming and municipal, and the county of 
Tulare, if it had a million population in it, 
would not be crowded. There are immense 
tracts of land in the county that n sub- 
division and that are being subdivided very 
rapidly. When the population is three 
times what it is now there will be plenty of 
elbow room and plenty of cubic air space 
for all there, and so it will be when there 
are a quarter of a million and a half million. 

To the rich crops enumerated above might 
be added many acres of olive orchards as 
rich as those of Italy, and to the vineyards 
wide expanses of wine-grape vines as pro- 
ductive as anything known in France. 


Progress in Metallurgy. 


OME few months ago there was a little 
item on this page of the Illustrated 
Weekly mentioning a project to establish an 
antimony refinery at Harbor Industrial City. 
The concern behind this is known as the 
Western Metals Company, and on May 15 
smelting was started there with fifty men 
at work. This plant is one of the few of its 
kind in the United States, and the only one 
in Southern California. The plant, which 
consists of a single entire unit, cost about 
$75,000. Its capacity is 1500 tons of refined 
antimony a month. That the project will 
be successful there is no room to doubt, and 
as a market is created for the product other 
units will be added. 


imperial County Melons. 


IMULTANEOUSLY with reading this ar- 
tidle im the Illustrated Weekly at 
breakfast tables in Los Angeles and vicinity 
it will be possible for all readers and other 
inhabifants (if there are any such) to en- 
joy a luscious melon from Imperial county 
at their morning, noonday or evening meal. 
This is early for this fruit to be on the ta- 
bles of the people, generally speaking, but 
not for California. 

There are about 5000 carloads of melons 
in Imperial county. And that is a great 
many to produce in a single county. Some. 
one says of the melons that if placed end 
to end they would make a string of canta- 
loupe crates from Brawley to Los Angeles,. 
and then weave through every block of the 
166 miles of paved streets in the city, ripple 
down the coast past Los Angeles Harbor to 
San Diego Harbor, and then following the 
automobile lines over the mountains, go 
back into their native valley and make the 
complete circle. 

The crates will number 1,500,000, and they 
will average forty-five melons to the crate. 
At $1 a box to the grower it will mean 
$1,500,000 returns on the product gathered 
from 7650 acres. This is about $200 an 
acre. All these melons will not come to 
Los Angeles nor be consumed in California. 
There is not an important nook or corner 
in the United States or Canada that will not 
be reached by some of this luscious fruit. 


To Make Men. 
HE original Yankees who settled on 
the bleak New England shore used to 
boast that where their land was too impov- 
erished to raise cereal or fruit crops they 
planted a little red schoolhouse and raised 
men. The crop was about the finest ever 
produced in all the gardens of the world 
where humanity was raised, and all Amer- 
ica is following the example of the May- 
flower immigrants and their descendants. 
it is a good example to follow, and of course 
Los Angeles is in the front ranks of the pro- 
cession. 

The new Franklin High School, on which 
work will begin Immediately, is to be on 
a commanding elevation in the heart of the 
Highland Park district. It will be one of 
the largest and finest of the public schools 
of the city. The site is to consist of about 
five and a half acres and the Board of Ed- 
ucation has purchased across the street six 
acres for an athletic field. The design is 
classical and striking. The structure will 
be 200 feet long and 100 feet deep. On the 
ground floor will be housed sloyd shops, 
drawing and tracing-rooms, and the upper 
floors will be divided into thirty classrooms. 
There will be a cafeteria on the ground 
floor with a seating capacity of 600. 

Out at Vermont avenue and West First 
street there is to be built immediately an- 
other magnificent intermediate school. 
The property is a part of the old Mitchell 
estate, and is really a park, with beautiful 
trees of admirable growth. It has a front- 
age of 621 feet on Vermont avenue and of 
590 on First street, 235 feet stretch along 
the edge of the Silver Lake Parkway, and 
255 feet on Juanita avenue. There will be 
two buildings in the main group, back fully 
100 feet from Vermont avenue, shaped like 
an H and having extreme dimensions of 245 
by 144 feet. There will be more than sixty 
rooms in all. 

A third fine school is the Buchanan-street 
grammar school, between Avenues 50 
and 51. | 

The country is in the school-building busti- 
ness, too. Work is now in progress on a 
fine high school at Lancaster to supply all 
the Antelope Valley. 


A Touch of Switzerland. 


P IN the high Sierras 7000 feet above 
Fresno a new hotel has been started 
in the snow where a blanket of twenty-three 
inches of “the beautiful” lies all over the 
mountains. It is to be known as Hunting- 
ton Lodge, and is an appendix of the Hunt- 
ington Hotel at Pasadena. The new struc- 
ture will cost about $30,000. The site lies 
above Big Creek, where electricity is gener- 
ated and brought to the city of Los Angeles 
and all over Southern California. 


Perfect Babies. 

UT at Pomona, the beautiful heart of 

the beautiful San Gabriel Valley, they 
held a baby show the other day where 102 
little specimens of California humanity 
were weighed, measured and otherwise in- 
spected. The perfect score was 100, and 
only three of the babies fell below 90. 
Robert Holman, twenty months old, carried 
off first honors with a score of 99%. Two 
others scored 99 and were awarded diplo- 
mas. Three babies were in,the 98 per cent. 
class. 

The same soil and the same climate which 
produce fine oranges, cabbages, potatoes, 
cereals and other fruits and vegetables, 
also on and in which fine horses, sheep, 
cows and other domestic animals flourish, 
produce fine babies. California is noted for 
its fine horses and other magnificent live

AESAR came, saw and conquered. The 
Realty Board of Los Angeles, about 
the middle of May, took a trip to the Ante- 
lope Valley. They, too, came and saw, but 
instead of conquering they were conquered, 
If any body of men in the world know soils 
and climates, location, exposure and their 
values, the Los Angeles Realty Board can- 
not be left out of the category. 

Some thirty years ago a premature boom 
started up in the Antelope Valley with Lan- 
caster as its center. Great changes have 
been taking place in the valley since then, 
and lands that at that time no sensible per- 
son would touch at $10 an acre are now be- 
ing advertised as cheap at a price of $225 
an acre. Of course, there are cheap lands 
in the Antelope Valley still, very cheap, and 
they are worth a good deal more than the 
prices put upon them. The operators of 
thifty years ago were for the most part 
speculators pure and simple. Since then 
pioneer adventurers have gone into the val- 
ley to make homes, not to speculate, and 
where the speculators failed the home- 
makers have succeeded. It took capital, 
pluck and perseverance to show the possi- 
bilities of Antelope Valley, and the results 
are now patent to the eyes of all beholders. 
It was a matter of knowing how to do it, 
having the means to do it with and the per- 
severance to stick to it. It is not yet a 
place for weaklings, either in purse, or 
muscle, or mind, to go into. But when the 
pioneers have once developed the valley, 
then it will be possessed of beautiful homes 
for people weak in health and in pocket, 
téo.

Happy Day at Clarkdale. 
LARKDALE is a mining town in Verde 
Valley, five miles from Jerome, Ariz. 
Saturday, May 15, all Clarkdale and all Je- 
rome, too, and nearly all of Arizona, for that 
matter, were made happy. The groat event 
was the blowing in of the new United Verde 
smelter, on which former Senator W. A. 
Clark of Montana and his associates have 
“blown in” about $2,500,000 in hard cagh. 
The new smelter has a capacity of 2500 tons 
of ore a day, more than double the previous 
output. It is described as a thoroughlv up 
to-date plant.

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~The H uman Body—Its ‘Care, Use and Abuse 


T 18 well known that the intestinal tract 
I is inhabited by a great veriety of bac- 

teria. In certain diseases which affect 
the alimentary canal, such as typhoid, dys- 
entery and cholera, a specific type of bac- 
teria predominates over the other varieties, 
producing definite symptoms which persist 
until a normal proportion of the harmless 
bacteria has been restored. But it is found, 
also, in health as well as in disease, the kind, 
as well as the number of bacteria, may be 
determined within certain limits by various 
articles of diet. 


Thus it is found that if an animal is fed 
on a high protein diet consisting chiefly of 
meat and eggs, a certain type of bacteria 
predominates; but if this diet is changed to 
one made up largely of milk, sugars and 
starches, the character of the intestinal 
bacteria changes, and an entirely different 
type predominates. These changes are ac- 
companied with corresponding increase, or 
diminution in the amount of fermentation 
in the alimentary tract, which is dependent 
upon bacterial action. 

These observations are of practical value 
in treating certain diseased conditions, and 
also in correcting cases of disagreeable in- 
testinal fermentation and flatulence which 
are often a source of discomfort. If in- 
testinal fermentation is present in persons 
accustomed to a high protein diet, a change 

' ghould be made to a ration containing more 
milk and starchy vegetables, such as po- 
tatoes and rice. Fermentation that is caused 
by a strictly vegetarian diet may often be 
corrected by adding meat, cheese or eggs 
to the ration. 

It should be remembered that milk alone 
will not bring about the desired results as 
readily as a combination of milk with cer- 
tain vegetables. This knowledge is utilized 
in the treatment of many conditions where 
formerly a strict milk diet was prescribed, 
the milk being supplemented by the ad- 
dition of a certain quantity of vegetables. 


The Effect of “Packs.” 


Dr. I. H. Hirschfield, in his book dealing 
with the heart and blood vessels and gen- 
eral management of the body, makes the fol- 
lowing useful suggestions about “packs:” 

An excellent remedy for povr circulation, 
unsatisfactory sleep and for the removal of 
impurities from the blood are “packs.” A 
three-quarter pack is given by spreading on 
the bed a warm woolen blanket long enough 
to reach from tne arm-pits to the ankle. 
Over the woolen blanket a linen sheet is 
spread, reaching from the feet to a point 
five fingers below the arm-pit. This linen 
sheet had been moistened thoroughly with 
cold water and wrung out as dry as possible. 
The patient lies with the arms held over the 
head on the wet sheet, in which he is 
wrapped; then he is wrapped in the woolen 
blanket after which he puts his arms down 
and the whole body is covered with two 
more blankets. His position should be com- 
fortable, the upper part of the back and 
head elevated as when asleep. A cold com- 
press must be put on the forehead and 
changed whenever it gets warm. 

In “packs” the body gets warm after a 
ehort time, and the heat and increased 
blood-stream running from the congested in- 
ner organs into the blood vessels of the 


bath. The difficulty is that the “pack” 
must be taken with cold water, in order to 
insure quick reaction and people not ac.) 
customed to cold water, often do not like 
them or do not stand them well. Yet there 
is probably no better way to get rid of “old 
Adam” and regenerate the body than a four 
to six weeks’ cure with “packs” and a re 
stricted diet. 


Blood Changes Produced by Exercise. 


” ‘The disappearance of headaches, muscle 
twinges, joint pains and the general feeling 
of exhilaration produced by a few minute's 
exercise, is probably due to the change in 
the blood that takes place almost immediate 
ly. Even a very few moments of such mus 
cular exertion as walking rapidly, running, 
swimming or gymnastics, produce an in- 
crease in the number of red and white blood 
corpuscles and also an increase in the vol- 
ume of blood. The exact amount of this in- 
crease varies in different individuals, and in 
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the same individual at different times. But 
the percentage of increase in the red cor- 
puscies may be as high as 22 and that of the 
white corpuscles may be 130. 

The sudden increase in the number of 
corpuscles is accounted for in one of two 
ways: either the corpuscle “factories” im the 
body suddenly become active, or else a cer- 
tain number of corpuscles which are stag- 
nated in various out-of-the-way places in the 
body (presumably in the capillaries) are 
thrown into the general circulation. But in 
any event, the effect is the same—that is, 
a general “freshening up” of the blood which 
tends to stagnate in persons of sedentary 
habits. And since exercies hastens the de 
struction of a certain number of corpuscles, 
the system must. begin manufacturing a 
fresh supply immediately. In this way, a 
few minute’s exercise literally produces 
“new blood.” 

It is found that the blood tends to be 
come diluted almost immediately after ex- 
ercise ceases. But if a tightly drawn belt 
is placed about the abdomen this dilution 
is prevented in a large measure. This in- 
dicates’ that the usual stagnation place of 
the corpuscles is in the abdominal region 
and that this stagnation is prevented by 
pressure of the belt. It also explains the 
usefulness of the “girded loin” during mus- 
cular exertion. 


Special Use for Pigskin. 


Skn grafting for assisting nature to fur- 
nish a new cuticle covering where the skin 
has been destroyed by injury, is an old and 
usually successful operation. Ordinarily 
the material employed for this purpose is 
human skin, either taken from other parts 
of the injured person's body, or from some 
other individual. Sometimes neither of 
these sources is available, for one reason or 
another; and then the surgeon must turn 
to the lower animals for his grafting ma- 
terial. Recently it has been demonstrated 
that the skin of young pigs answers the 
purpose admirably. 

The method of procedure, as described by 
Dr. C. S. Venable, is as follows: A young 
pig, two to six months old, is etherized, 
and the site from which the grafts are to 
be taken, preferably the rump, shaved and 
cleansed with soap, water and 
area is sponged with gasolene and finally 
with 50 per cent. alcohol or a one in 
20,000 solution of biniodide of mercury. 
In removing the graft, the skin is put 


on the stretch with hooks or clamps 
in the direction in which it is to be sliced, 
and with a thin-bladed razor strips of epi- 
dermis are removed. These*are transferred 
to the wound and held in place by a spe- 
cially-devised meshed dressing. These 
grafts “take” in a few days, and eventually 
form a perfectly good cuticle. 

Since the pigskin is covered with bristles, 
and contains bristle follicles, one would nat- 
urally suppose that this new skin surface 
over the grafted area might continue to 
produce a kind of hairy growth not alto 
gether pleasing to the human recipient. 
Such is not the case, however. The thin 
slices of pigskin do not reach to the depth 
of the bristle follicles. And, even should 
they do so, these follicles atrophy and dis- 
appear, as the human system rejects the 
pig's bristles, although it accepts other por- 


tions of the animal's skin. 
skin, gives the same effect as the Nauheim | 


Ergotherapy, the Therapy of Occupation. 


~ Systematic occupation, which is known 
‘technically as “ergotherapy,.” and generally 
as “work treatment,” is not only helpful 
to persons in normal health, but is espe- 
cially useful in treating certain types of 
nervous and mental disorders. it should 
not be understood that drudgery, haphazard 
occupations, or work that does not aim 
at some definite accomplishment, consti- 


tute work treatment in the therapeu- 
tic sense. For these conditions do not “help 
us to forget the past, meet the present, and 
look to the future,” which is the main ob- 
ject of ergotherapy. 

The idea that work is healthful, and idle- 
ness harmful, is not new. Yet, curiously 
enough, the practical application of this 
idea in treating diseases is of comparatively 
recent development. All work, to be actual 
work must have an element of drudgery. 
But unless this element is subordinated, and 


unless the work selected is of a character 


which produces tangible results, there will 
be little benefit derived from it, either to 
the muscular or the nervous system. Gym- 
nastics, for example, taken perfunctorily be- 
cause of a sense of duty, are far less effec- 
tive in developing the muscular system than 
games in which there is a stimulative ele 
ment of competition. A good game, well 
played, or a good day’s work, well done, 
both imply something definitely accom- 
plished, not merely effort pitted against a 
measured space on the clock dial. 

Thus interest and accomplishment are the 
basis for ergotherapy. For this reason per 


sons who administer the work treatment 
successfully, whether to self or others, must 
find some form of occupation that is pleas- 
ant, or at least not repellant, but one that 
is also productive of results. 


The Trend of Vegetarianism. 


Vegetarianism, which for many years was 
based largely on moral, religious, or senti- 
mental grounds, has shown a tendency re 
cently to seek a firmer foundation on the 
accepted facts of nutrition. This rational 
attitude is indicated by the statement of a 
prominent, and ardent advocate of meatless 
diet, who asserts that a vegetarian in the 
modern application of the term, is a person 
who uses meat in moderate quantities, or 
only occasionally, in contradistinction to 
the habitual user. And he seeks to justify 
the use of this selective diet on scientific 
grounds. 

“It is science,” he asserts, “that will res- 
cue vegetarianism from the exaggerations 
of well-meaning but not«altogether rational 
persons. We do not believe that a vegeta- 
rian diet is good whatever may be its com- 
position, and would reserve our right to 
judge any fad with proper scientific scru- 
tiny. To instinctive feeling, we need to op- 
pose, nowadays, rational feeHng.” 

Such an attitude marks the passing of the 
“fad” part of vegetarianism. But this does 
not imply that the practical advantages of 
a restricted meat diet is denied, but quite 
the reverse in this instance. Meat-eating 
in certain conditions is undoubtedly harm-

ful; and even in health, meat is frequently 
used in excessive quantities, particularly by 
persons of sedentary habits. Vegetarian- 
ism was simply a practical protest against 
this excessive protein diet. But like many 
other popular reactions, it was carried to 
an extreme by misguided enthusiasts. Thus 
it became a fad—a term that implies whim- 
sical, fantastic notions carried to excess. 

Now that the pendulum seems to be 
swinging the other way, vegetarianism, in 
the sense of restricted meat diet, is almost 
certain to find its proper niche of useful- 
ness.

A New Treatment for Hay Fever. 


It has long been known that hay fever is 
caused by the pollen of plants. Indeed, the 
scientific name of hay fever is pollenosis. 
It is not the pollen of every plant which 
‘causes the disease, however, and compara- 
' tively few people are sensitive to the pollen 
of any plant to such a degree as to develop 
hay fever. Yet the unfortunate person who 
is susceptible to the effect of one kind of 
pollen, may be also susceptible to another, 
so that he may have different kinds of po}- 
lenosis at the times of year corresponding 
to the prevalence of one or the other of the 
kinds of pollen to which his system is sen- 
sitive. 

These assertions about the action of pol- 
len are not based upon theoretical specula- 
tion, but may be demonstrated in practice. 
Thus, if a series of weak pollen extracts are 
prepared, and a drop of each instilled into 
the corner of the eye, the one to which the 
Individual is sensitive will cause a slight 
congestion of the membranes, while none of 
Or the same 
thing may be accomplished by scraping the 
skin a little at any convenient point, and 
rubbing the pollen itself over the abraded 
surface. The particular pollen to which the 
person is sensitive will cause a definite re- 
action, the others produce no effect even in 
&@ person subject to other forms of hay fever. 
And none of the pollens cause a reaction in 
individuals who are not sensitive to the dis- 
ease. | 


It is necessary to determine the particular 
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kind of pollen that is responsible for the For- 
symptoms in each case if curative or pro- 


| tective treatment is to be successful. For it 
should be understood that the symptoms of 
hay fever are pretty much alike, whether 
they be caused by ragweed, rose, or any one 
of half a dozen other kinds of pollen. 

Method of Treatment.—The discovery 
that pollen seems to act in much the same 
way in producing hay fever that germs do 
in producing infectious diseases, has sug- 
gested a means of combating the disease. 
It is known that germ diseases are capable 
of gaining foothold in the system when the 
resistance is lowered, but that the system 
develops a resistance to the particular germ 
as a_result of its action. We call the resist- 
ance immunity, and it may be transient as 
regards the action of certain germs, such 
as those producing common colds, or per- 
manent, as in the case of smallpox. But it 
is the result of the action of the germs 
themselves which change the system so that 
it will no longer support their growth. 

A corresponding change in the system 
takes place in hay fever, the pollen first 
causing the symptoms of the disease, but 
finally succumbing to the resistance which 
it has created. The condition of immunity 
only lasts a short time, however, as shown 
by repeated attacks. But it is possible to 
produce somewhat more permanent immu- 
nity, without actually producing the hay- 
fever symptoms, by giving minute doses of 
the pollen, gradually increasing these until 
the system will tolerate large quantities 


disease. When this stage is reached the 
person is immune to the effects of the pol- 
len, and for some time thereafter he will be 
immune to hay fever; but the exact period 
of this immunity has not been definitely de 
termined as yet. 

The test made to determine when the 
stage of immunity is reached by graduated 
dosage system, is practically the same as 
the test which determines the specific pollen 
that causes it, namely, by scraping the skin, 
and rubbing on the pollen itself. When the 
skin no longer reacts to the pollen, the stage 
of immunity is reached. 

It has Deen determined that wheat, bar. 
ley, Oats, and rye are responsible for many 
cases of spring hay fever; while thistles, 


corn, and daisies help to produce the fall 
crop.

A TALK WITH THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC. 


CONGRESS AND ITS PALACE OF GOLD—a 
BUILDING SCANDAL WHICH INVOLVED MIL- 
LIONS—-ARGENTINE GRAFT AND GRAFT- 
ERS — QUEER LAWS AS TO WILLIS. 
CHURCHES, LIBRARIES AND SCHOOLS. 
QUEER FEATURES OF A GREAT ARGEN- 
TINE NEWSPAPER. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
UVENOS AIRES.—I have just returned 
B from an interview with the President 
of the Argentine Republic. My audi- 
ence Was arranged through our embassy, 
and His Excellency received me in the 
great government palace, facing the water 
front at the lower end of the Plaza de 
Mayo. This palace covers more than two 
acres. it is 400 feet long and 250 feet wide, 
being one of the largest buildings on the 
South American continent. It is made of 
brick covered with stucco, and its old rose 
color reminds one of the great Winter Pal- 
ace of Petrograd, on the banks of the Neva. 
On account of the color it is known as the 
Pink House, and in this respect is in strik- 
ing contrast to our White House, on the 
banks of the Potomac. The Pink House is 
several times the size of the White House. 
It has three stories, and its surroundings, 
including the many officials in livery, are 
grander than those about President Wilson. 
I entered it from the Plaza de Mayo, being 
led through the building by Capt. Lynch, 
the military attache of the President. We 
first passed through the wide vestibule, as- 
cended marble stairs to the second story, 
and there met Senor Atilio Basilari, the 
introducer of foreigners. After chatting 
with him a while I was taken into the audl- 
ence-room and presented to the President. 
The President of Argentina is Dr. Vic- 
torino de la Plaza. He is, I judge, about 50 
years of age. He has had a long public 
career, having been Secretary of Foreign 
Affairs, and held other high offices. He 
was elected Vice-President of the republic 
in 1910, at the time that Dr. Roque Saenz 
Pena was elected President, and upon the 
death of the latter last fall he became by 
law the Chief Executive of the nation. The 
Presidents here are elected for six years, 
and there are no second terms. The doc- 
tor’s term will expire in 1916. 


The President's Persona! Appearance. 


President Victorino de la Plaza rose as 
I entered the room and offered his hand. 
He is a short, fleshy man with a round, rosy, 
full face and bright eyes that look out 
through narrow slits. The cartoonists have 
caricatured him in the press as a Chinese, 
and in some respects his features are al- 
most Celestial. He is a man of education 
and culture. He has a bright mind, and 
his opinions are positive. He spoke freely, 
but rather diplomatically, about the rela- 
tions of the United States and the Argen- 
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were growing closer and closer, and that | 


he wanted to see the trade between the 
two countries increased to its utmost ex- 
tent. Said he: 

“I am glad that you people are taking 
our meat and corn, and that, as time goes 
on, we will have a more varied exchange 
of commodities. As it is now, you are fur- 
nishing the most of our agricultural ma- 
chinery, and we are increasing our pur- 
chases of goods of every description. 
Trade must be reciprocal in order to in- 
crease in volume, and the present situa- 
tion is such that we are growing more and 
more dependent upon each other. This is 
especially so with Argentina, whose bank- 
ing and trade are so much dependent upon 
foreign conditions. I am glad to see Ameri- 
can banks being founded in this country, 
and I should like to see better steamship 
connections between us and the United 
States.” 

I asked His Excellency about the feeling 
in the Argentine as to Uncle Sam, and 
whether there existed any jealousy in re- 
gard to the United States. The President 
replied: 

“If there is jealousy I am not aware of it. 
The relations between the two countries 
are of the friendliest possible nature. Ar- 
gentina has enormous resources, and it is 
growing so fast that it has not time to be 
jealous of anyone. It is well satisfied with 
its place in the sun, and also with what 
the good Lord has given it in the way of 
resources.” 

Upon this I asked as to the Argentine’s 
future. His Excellency replied that his 
country was just beginning to grow, and 
that it would continue to grow in popula- 
tion and wealth for generations to come. 
He said that the nation would eventually 
be one of small farmers instead of large 
ones, and that the great estancias would 
be divided and a time of intensive cultiva- 
tion would come. Said he: 

“The country could easily support ten 
times its present population, and it would 
then have only 100,000,000. It would then 
bave only about as many as your country 


has now.”

His Excellency spoke of the Panama 
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fit the western part of Argentina, its chief 
value would be to the west coast of this 
continent. He referred to the San Fran- 
cisco exposition, saying that the exhibit 
sent from here is as the country can furnish, 
but that it seemed to him like carrying 
coals to Newcastle to take the products of 
the Argentine to tne United States, as the 
two countries are both agricultural and 
pastoral, and their industries are much the 


I atked His Excellency whether there 
would ever be a United States of South 
America or a union of the South American 
republics. He replied that he did not 
think~sq. and doubted tnat such a union 
would be desirable. 


The Coming Argentino. 


I asked as to the Argentino of the future, 
speaking of the immigration from Europe 
and the possibility that the country might 
be Italiamized thereby. Mr. Victorino de la 
Plaza replied: 

“The Argentino of the future will be 
much the same as the Argentino of today. 
No matter what the nationality of the im- 
migrant we find that we soon assimilate 
him and he becomes an Argentino and a 
patriot. We are making Argentinos of our 
immigrants just as in the past you have 
made good Americans of the mixed ele- 
ments you have brought in from the vart- 
ous countries of Europe. We have the 
same advantage that you have had, in that 
we can put the immigrants out on the 
farms, and in that each man can have his 
own land and own home and grow up with 
the country. This makes him a better citi- 
zen than if he were herded with others of 
his own kind in such congested districts as 
the cities and mines, as is now the case 
with much of your immigration. We have 
so much land that I believe we can assimi- 
late our immigrants for a long time to 
come.” 


Leaving the Pink House T took a taxicab 
and, for about 35 cents of our money, rode 
through the wide Avenida de Mayo, the 
Pennsylvania avenue of Buenos Aires, to 
the new Capitol, where Congress meets. 
This building is still In course of construc- 
tion, but it is already one of the most im- 
posing structures of the world. It stands 
in front of a magnificent plaza, which was 
carved out of the business part of the city. 
To make it four solid blocks of building 
were torn down and the ground was built 
up and covered with grass, trees and 
shrubs. Fine statues were erected, foun- 
tains were instituted and other decorations 
made at a cost of $5,000,000. In order to 
have the park ready for the centennial dis- 
play of 191@ the work was all done in ninety 
days. 

The Capitol faces this plaza. It reminds 
one a little of our Capitol at Washington. 
It is a marble building of four stories, from 
whose center rises a great dome, which 
weighs %0,000 tons. The dome rests upon

beneath it. The building is of Graeco- 
Roman style. Its center has the form of a 
semi-circle and there is a wing at each end 
and a projecting pavilion at each corner. 
The buildings contain the national halls of 
the House and Senate, the Secretaries’ of- 
fices, the committee rooms and a library. 
All of its furnishings are magnificent, and 
it is like the State House of Pennsylvania 
and the Capitol at Albany in the extrava- 
gance of its expenditure. Indeed, there 
has been so much scandal connected with

A Costly Capitol. 


The original estimates for it were 6,000,- 
000 pesos, but it has already cost over 
30,000,000. Something like $14,000,000 was 
spent for cement alone, and $2,000,000, so 
the people say, was paid out for work that 
was never done... Another $2,000,000 was 
squandered on bronze capitals, $3,000,000 
on marble statues, and $7,000,000 more in 
mistakes on the dressing and stucco of the 
fronts. Over and above this, fabulous sums 
were spent for decoration and furniture, and 
no one knows where much of the money 
went. Just at this time, when we are look- 
ing into the pork barrels of our Congress 
at home, the people here are beginning to 
question the pork barrel of this Capitol 
building, and, in the hard times created by 
the war, to wonder whether some of it may 
not be recovered. Committees have been 
appointed to get to the bottom of the build- 
ing scandal and to expose the graft and the 
grafters. 


The Congressional session of the Argen- 
tine Republic is held in our summer, which 


It lasts from May 1 to September 30, and 
the sittings for the House take place Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays, and on the 
other days of the week for the Senate. The 
Congress is formed in much the same way 
as ours. There are two bodies, the Senate 
and the House of Representatives. The 
Senate has thirty members, two from the 
capital, and two from each province elected 
by a special body of electors, who meet at 
the capital, and by the Legislatures in the 
provinces. The House of Representatives 
consists of 120 Deputies, elected by the peo 
ple. By the Constitution there must be one 
Deputy for every 33,000 inhabitants. The 
Deputies are elected for four years, but 
one-half must go out every two years. A 
Deputy must be 25 years of age before he 
can run, and have been for four years a 
citizen. 

The Senators must be thirty years of age 
before they are eligible, and must have 
been citizens for six years. They are 
elected for terms of nine years instead of 
six years, as with us. Both Senators and 
Deputies receive salaries of $7500 a year. 
The President gets an annual salary of $42, 
000 of our money, and he has, in addition,

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CONTROLLING PRICES. 
RANGES are now selling at normal | 
prices in the eastern market. The loss 


by drop in holding from February to 
April is important and discounts part of 
the gains made by the industry on the 
present revival in prices. The past two 
seasons have scored adversities that have 
grounded a demand for more experiments 
in marketing. In a recent issue we dis 
cussed this question largely from the stand- 
point of the powerful concentration of de- 
mand centered in the public auction rooms 
at all the commercial centers. We referred 
vaguely to the size of the undertaking in- 
volved in the establishment of retail st 
throughout the country. We did not, how- 
ever, desire to throw cold water on any 
proposed step forward, as an occasional 
correspondent thinks. Let us take every 
reasonable step forward, but please don’t 
jump and rock the boat. There are many 
thousands of fruit jobbers in the country 
and there are hundreds of thousands of re 
tallers. The buying force of all these fac- 
tors is now concentrated competitively in 
these public auction rooms. 

As heretofore pointed out, the fruit auc- 
tions are open to the public in lots of 
twenty boxes or more. Any old peddiler 
can go in the room and bid against the 
highest class grocer or fruiterer. The same 
peddier can go up the street with his push 
cart and cry the same oranges out at the 
front door of the customers of the afore 
said grocer or fruiterer. This competition 
‘makes the price to consumers self-regu- 
lative. Any better regulation than this 
must needs be very scientifically applied. 
These auction prices are publicly made and 
publicly published in the Daily Times every 
morning following the sale. Every citrus 
grower is informed daily exactly what his 
own fruit is selling for and the prices on 
all other citrus fruit in California. Every 
grower knows as much about the situation 
as any dealer or speculator. No speculator 
ean drive up to a citrus fruit grower in Cal 
ifornia and bargain for the crop at a big 
discount. If there is a turn in the market 
for the better the orange or lemon grower 
knows all the details of brands, districts 
and prices next morning at his breakfast 
table as he reads his Times. Great and 
sudden changes in apples and other fruits 
often occur, and it is sometimes many days 
and weeks before the commercial informa- 
tion gets back into the country districts. 
During such periods the speculators are ac- 
tive and buy up at discounts the entire 
holdings of the growers who are not in im- 
mediate touch with the market. No other 
community of agriculturists in the world 
is so completely informed upon the mar- 
kets as the citrus fruit growers of Califor- 
nia, through these daily telegraph reports 
on lot lines of twenty boxes. 

Now, with this information at hand, 
based on the combined buying power of all 
retailers and jobbers, it is well that expert 
ments into the retailing field should be 
taken cautiously. Therefore, I suggest that 
my friends who think I overstate the size 
of the problem should begin on the Los An- 
geles market. Open your retail store here, 
and knock the retailers out of their profit, 
if you can. If you want to demonstrate 
how easy it is done, just go down to your 
local depot and try to sell oranges to the 
passengers on the trains. The newsboys 
are charging the passengers 5 cents each 
for oranges as the train rolls by your or- 
chard. You will discover that someone has 
paid the railway company for the privilege 
of retailing on the train; that it takes one 
young man’s entire time to attend to the 
train, and that you cannot get very far in 
your plan. 

When you start in on the larger plan in 
the city of Los Angeles you will find that 
you have seme rents and licenses to pay. 
You will find some peddier going direct to 
your proposed customers, and, instead of 
your controlling the peddier, he will, in 
fact, control you and your prices. 

You will find that the United States of 
America is full of a seething mass of Greek, 
Italian and Hebrew peddlers, who, with 
their constantly-increasing supply of chil- 
dren, are making it almost impossible for 
our American fruit jobbers and retailers to 
eke out an existemce in the face of the blaz- 


ing competition in the open auction, which 
is almost cruel in its grinding force. The 
high-class grocer and fruiterer has to buy 
in competition with the peddlers and meet 
the same fellows in selling competition, and 
in addition uphold rentals or land incre- 
ment. 

Chicago is the only important center in 
which the price-making power on California 
oranges is left to private bargaining. Why 
the leaders do not force the auction sys- 
tem at Chicago is not known. That a com- 
plete auction system is not suddenly started 
in Los Angeles is not strange, for if done 
on a right scale it means a fearful revolu- 
tion, and large bodies move slowly. 

The marketing question is a very Jive one 
now, and it will oply subside with the con- 
tinuance of better markets. The talk has 
done no harm, and radical experiments will 
do no harm, if the same are made as tests 
in the home market of Los Angeles. Of 
the many letters this department has had 
on this subject the following from L. R. An- 
derson is undoubtedly of especial interest. 
Its value upon this subject rests on his 
long experience at both ends of the indus- 
try, and we, therefore, at the expense of 
reiteration on some points, quote his com- 
munication in full, as follows: 


“Just a line of appreciation in reference 
to your comprehensive discussion of mar- 
keting problems which appeared in the Sun- 
day issue of The Times of May 21. This ar- 
ticle and the premises on which you base 
your contention are fundamentally sound. 
Although these questions have been upper- 
most in the thoughts of the growers of the 
Pacific Coast, and especially the citrus 
growers, for many years, I regret to find, 
upon returning to my native Southern Cal- 
ifornia after a period of over fifteen years 
spent in eastern and northern markets, 
there still exists a great deal of misappre- 
hension and criticism of the auction system 
as a factor of distribution. 

“Like many others, it was necessary for 
me to come into actual daily contact with 
the various auctions in New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Minneapolis, 
cago and other smaller markets before I 
became convinced of the great potential 
value of the auction in relation to our Cal 
ifornia products. The open auction gets 
the result we want; it moves the goods for 
cash regardless of quality or condition; there 
are no reclamations; it covers the widest 
possible extent of trade from the most ex- 
clusive and delectable to the most humble 
peddier, who is willing to buy the poorer 
and ‘off stock and sort it up. It is without 
question a powerful factor in getting the 
maximum result for the seller, while at the 
same time giving to the buyer the selection 
of what he can use to the best advantage 
and what he is willing to pay the most 
money in order to get; in fine, it concen- 
trates within the space of the four walls of 
the auction-room practically all of the pur- 
chasing power of that market at that par- 
ticular moment, with the exception of pos- 
sibly the speculative element, who are al- 
ways buyers f.0.b. or otherwise if they 
think they can save anything thereby. 

“There is ample proof of this; for ex- 
ample, a large city of upward of 600,000 pop- 
ulation a few years ago was, prior to the ad- 
vent of the California auctions in their mar- 
ket, using an estimated 200 cars of citrus 
fruit per year. After the advent of the 
auctions this immediately increased to 1200 
cars per year. Whereas under the old pri- 
vate sale system the dealer would buy a car 
of oranges and stack it up in his house, with 
a profit of 25 to 50 cents, even 75 cents per 
box profit added, which frequently made the 
price look unattractive and restricted the 
movement, the buyers, large and small, now 
take from the auction catalogue just what 
they can use for their particular trade, and 
before the auction fs over many a peddler is 
out in the residence districts ringing the 
door-bells and shouting out his wares. He 
has bought them without a large dealer's 
profit and is willing to sell them at a close 
price per dozen in order to sell out his load 
and go home to his family at night with the 
proceeds of his day's investment and labor. 

“The auction is also an economic factor, 
from the fact that it is able to sustain itself 
upon the small commi of from 2 to 3 
per cent. of the amount of the sales, and is 
ready to pay for all cars sold as soon as the 


upon own individual organization. To 
sum up, one might say that the auction sys 
tem as relates to fruit, is the acme of com- 
petitive conditions, and realizes the greatest 
possibilities in distribution and price, at the 
least expense, in its respective market. 

“Is there any Utopian marketing system? 
To hear some of the new members among 
the growers discuss the question one might 
think there is. I hear the same discussions 
among the northwest fruit growers on apples 
today that we listened to here twenty years 
ago, even earlier, on our citrus. I have 
worked faithfully as one of the party mili- 
tant in endeavoring to market; a portion of 
the products of our section for an even 
twenty years this year, and | believe all of 
our respective systems have merit. But 
there is one thing of which I am fully con- 
vinced, and that is, it is not within the 
province of the growers to endeavor to per- 
sonally reach the consumer direct. The 
history of the business is replete with the 
failures of even well organized growers’ 
depots of retail distribution of recent years. 


Witness the latest, of only two years ago, 


when the apple growers of the western slope 
of Colorado opened up a retail store in Den- 
ver. About the same time the truck grow- 
ers in Ohio opened up a store in Cleveland 
or Toledo, and there was also organized a 
retail farmers’ organization in New York, all 
of which brought heavy losses upon the 
growers, and accomplished nothing of value. 
The manager of one of the institutions in 
a statement frankly admitted that after a 
fair trial they were forced to concede that 
they could not compete for the business on 
a competitive basis and save enough to meet 
expenses. 

“There is a principle involved in this, 
which is immutable and inexorable: ‘Every 
shoemaker to his last.’ The various insti- 
tutions from the- growers’ organization, 
through the various channels of trade to the 
consumer are needed for the economic dis- 
tribution of food products, and every man in 
his proper relationship to the industry is an 
economic factor. 

“No single system of itself would be com- 
plete. 

“Is the F.O.B. system a success’? Certain- 
ly, with respect to certain trade and sec- 
tions. 

“Is the cash buyer a success’. Certainly, 
within certain limits. 

“Are the transit and auction systems a 
success? Certainly, for the markets they 
cover and the degree of efficiency they can 
approach in distribution. 

“Can any one of these systems be upheld 
as the only one to adopt in the marketing of 
a crop of 40,000 to 50,000 cars, and with an 
increasing tonnage for the future? 

“On the contrary is it not a fact that the 
inefficient shippers and systems gradually 
sift out of their defects and shortcomings. 
Those which survive the crucible of Pacific 
Coast fruit marketing must have merit. Let 
us endeavor to support and build up those 
systems and those factors which have shown 
merit, large and small, in the belief that 
there is enough for all, and that all will be 
needed in the test of future requirements. 
Let us work for efficiency and economy, and 
let us also hope that before long even the 
railways, and growers or producers of this 
wealth, will also be able to work out some 
economies, as not far in the future we see 
even more highly competitive trade condi- 
tions between the increasing crops of other 
fruits, and an increasing tendency on the 
part of the consumer to ask the price and 
count the cost.” 


Grapes and Grape Shipping. 


A light setting of grapes throughout the 
State with the exception of Malagas, seems 
to be definitely established. The hail and 
frost about May 1 affected the vineyards of 
Southern California considerably. In mar- 
keting circles this crop situation is consid- 
ered a benefit rather than a loss, as it will 
relieve the pressure on the market to corre- 
spond in value to the crop shrinkage. 

The development of late winter markets 
by shipping in sawdust, conducted in an ex- 
perimental way for several years, has now 
become an established industry. The car-

Only selected grapes should be packed in 

wdust, and laid stem up in lug boxes. 

usters are not wanted but loose bunches 
into which the sawdust will work between 
the berries, are the best. The fruit is then 
left to cool over night. Then a layer of red- 
wood kiln-dried sawdust sifted to the re 
quired fineness is put in the bottom of the 
drum. A two-inch layer of grapes on this 
is covered with another layer of sawdust 
which is worked into the bunches by the 
packers. Some extra sawdust is piled on 
and the outside of the drum is pounded 
around to sift the sawdust around so that 
each ‘berry is in a solid cast. 

A net weight of thirty pounds in each 
drum is trade custom. 

Sawdust from redwood mills is used exclu- 
sively as the cork dust has not proven satis- 
factory. 

In 1912 about fifty carloads were shipped 
packed thus. In 1913 the pack was about 
seventy-five carloads. The 1914 output was 
300 cars, the returns for which from one 
shipping concern averaged the growers 
about $60 per ton. 


Dried Fruit Outlook. 


Many canners and packers of dried fruit 


announce that they expect to curtail their 
output this year and it is given out that the 
growers must likely be conent with the cost 
of production. 

The basis of this gloomy outlook for these 
lines is the war, of course. Germany has 
been one of the largest consumers of our 
dried fruit and monetary exchange with 
Germany is about as difficult as the shipping 
to those ports. Up to the time of writing 
no prices for green fruit to growers have 
been announced by the canners. 

It is true that there is a considerable hold- 
over in canned goods. It is also estimated 
that there is from 10,000 to 15,000 tons of 
prunes held over, and about 8000 tons of 
dried peaches left over out of a crop of 
32,000 tons. Apricots are well cleaned up. 
There is a good consuming period on this 
side of the date that these figures were com- 
piled and the biggest bulk of this stock may 
yet go to consumers. 

We cannot ignore the fact that markets 
for these lines are curtailed and that the 
purchasing power of the foreign people who 
are used to eating these goods will be dimin- 
ished even after the war is over. We must 
not, however, ignore the law of compensa- 
tion, and up to the hour of the Lusitania in- 
cident the United States of America was 
swelling out into great commercial activity. 
We have received a stunning set-back by 
the Lusitania incident, and just how much of 
a one we will know better when this article 
appears than we know now. Low prices 
prevailing on these meritorious goods will 
attract the attention and admiration of the 
housewife, and it only requires low prices to 
stimulate a demand in this country that 
could sweep the warehouses clean. 

The war haa dulled many of our indus 
tries. Many manufacturers became fright- 
ened and trimmed their sails, only to wake 
up and find that they were hopelessly be 
hind their orders. In the building material 
line the plight of the eastern manufacturers 
of cement was notable. In the same pessi- 
mistic attitude as now voiced by our fruit 
canners and dryers, the cement manufac- 
turers, knowing their goods would not be 
taken orf war orders, sat down and cur- 
tailed their output. They did not expect to 
be able to collect for last year's output 
from the Southern States. Apparently the 
situation changed over night. Of a sudden 
the association of manufacturers woke up 
to find that they were hopelessly behind in 
their orders and that’'a big wave of activity 
was prevailing throughout the East and 
Middle West. This did not come over night, 
but it came certainly and surely because the 
United States is upon a very solid commer- 
clal basis. We have successfully liquidated 
our past speculations, and nothing short of 
actual war participation can hold back the 
tide of commercial activity that is setting in.

HOW TO DO IT. 
URKEYS that can range as they 
please, month in and month out, are 
| usually strong, healthy birds. The 
problem of raising them successfully is en- 
tirely different, and not quite as difficult as 
that of raising them in confinement. 

Turkeys that have range can roost in the 
open. Their life is not unlike the existence 
that they would lead in an absolutely wild 
state, and it is not necessary to have them 
under a roof from one end of the year to 
the other. Sometimes, however, it is ad- 
vantageous to have a dry, roomy poultry- 
house or shed where they may be shut in 
during particularly inclement weather. 

Roosting poles for unhoused turkeys 
should be placed from four to six or even 
eight feet from the ground, the higher the 
better. Good stout poles, two or three inches 
in diameter, strongly supported, and of any 
desired length, constitute the entire equip 
ment. It is usually advisable to locate 
them in some more or less sheltered spot, 
as in the lee of a barn or other large build- 
ing, Care must be taken, however, to see 
that they are not placed where they will be 
subjected to recurring eddies of wind or 
the drip of water from trees or eaves. 

Even when turkeys are ranging for their 
living it is impossible to take too great 
precautions against poultry parasites; con- 
sequently the roosting poles should be 
painted occasionally with coal oil to keep 
away mites, and once in a while, particu- 
larly in summer weather, the birds should 
be caught (if the flock is not too large to 
make this impracticable) and dusted with 
buhach or some other insect powder. 

To induce the turkeys to roost on the 
poles provided they may be fed a light 
grain ration in the neighborhood of the 
roosts just before roosting time. After 
they once become accustomed to the roost- 
ing poles, they are not likely to leave them 
for other perches. It is far better to have 
the birds use the poles provided, which can 
be kerosened regularly and otherwise 
looked after, than to have them roost on 
treea or ridge poles, where they cannot 
even be caught if desired. 

In getting a start with turkeys that are 
to be given free range, the same rules are 


to be observed that have been previously a couple of stones make ideal turkey nests. 


pointed out in connection with raising tur- 
keys under other conditions. The hens and 
gobblers should be entirely unrelated, pref- 
erably beinge secured from widely-separ- 
ated localities. The male birds will usually 
have a determining influence on the color 
of the offspring, and the females on the size 
and strength. Accordingly the tom should 
be well colored, well shaped and exceed- 
ingly vigorous, but medium sized, rather 
than excessively large. The hens should 
also be well shaped, strong, big boned and 
heavy. 

With ranging turkeys the proportion of 
hens to gobblers may be somewhat in- 
creased. Eight or ten hens to a single male 
will usually give good results, when the 
birds are not interfered with. 

Ranging turkeys not infrequently have to 
be yarded out in place of being yarded in. 
During the dry summer months they search 
indefatigably for green stuffs, and if they 
can find their way into any kitchen garden 
will gobble down tender lettuce leaves and 
other truck at a surprising rate. Only 
where the birds have a chance to range over 
fields of alfalfa or other abundant crops 
can they be counted on to do relatively 
little damage. 

A very good plan is to have a single poul- 
try yard of good dimensions, into which 
the turkey flock can be-driven at night. 
Turkeys can easily be driven from place 
to place with a little care, and if regularly 
driven within the inclosure will soon learn 
to find their way into the turkey corral at 
sundown of their own accord. The roost- 
ing poles may be placed inside the corral, 
and in this way the birds will to some ex- 


tent be protected from coyotes and ether | 
wild enemies. 

When the birds are yarded for the night 
in this manner they should be let out early 
in the morning, as much of their foraging 
is done soon after daylight. The birds will 
rarely fly over a six or even a four-foot 
fence if the edge of the wire is inconspicu- 
ous. They are far more likely to fly out | 
of a corral if the fence is topped with a | 
rail or a board of any kind; also they are 
apt to use any such rail or board for a 
roost. 

As the breeding season approaches nests 
should be placed here and there in out-of- 
the-way places. Half-barrels braced between 


A-coops, like those ordinarily used over 
brooding hens, also make excellent shelters. 
Stice turkey hens commence to lay in the 
middle of the rainy season, these shelters 
are apt to prove invaluable, first in protect- 
ing the eggs, and later the hens themselves. 
Care must be taken to put them where the 
ranging hens will be sure to find them. 
And they should not be visited too often. 
No nest eggs should be placed in them. 
After a hen has begun to lay in one of 
the nests the eggs should not be disturbed, 
as turkey hens on range show a tendency 

revert to their wild instincts, and not 
abandon a nest that has been 
tampered with after a part of a clutch has 
been laid. 

When a hen Steals her nest in some un- 
protected place, it is advisable to put some 
kind of shelter—as half a packing box, 
sawed in two, or an A-coop—over it. This 
should be done without disturbing the eggs 
and with as little interference with the sur- 
roundings as possible. After a turkey hen 
has been setting for a week or two she will 
not, ordinarily, abandon her nest. Conse- 
quently it is better to wait until the incu- 
bation is well under way before attempting 
any measures to safeguard the nest from 
vermin. Halfway through the hatch the 
eges may be taken from the nest and the 
ground under it thoroughly sprayed with 
kerosene or some good lice killer. Above 
this a good thick nest of clean thick straw 
should be spread and the eggs replaced in 
it. Care must be taken to see that the 
eggs cannot in any way come in direct con- 
tact with the lice killer or coal oil, as this 
will usually prevent their hatching. A tur- 
key hen sitting on a nest thus treated 
will usually be comparatively free from lice 
when the hatch comes off, and the poults 
will have a correspondingly better chance. 

An added precaution against vermin is to 


_catch the turkey hen just before the hatch 
comes off and dust her thoroughly with in- 
sect powder. 


She should be caught when 
she is off the nest, as a turkey hen may 
break half the eggs in the clutch if scared 
while on the nest. 

After the brood is hatched out the tur- 
key mother will take entire charge of her 


| Poults, and will usually fare better if left 


severely alone. About the only sensible 
precautions that can be taken are oc 
easional repetitions of the dusting with in- 


sect powder and a single feed at night. 

By giving one meal a day to the brood the 
ration picked up on a range is amplified 
and the little ones are sent to bed with 
their crops bulging satisfactorily. Also the 
single feed prevents both poults and mother 
turkey from getting too wild, which usually 
proves a decided advantage. 

Hard-boiled eggs, chopped fine with onion 
tops, make the best possible food for small 
ranging poults, but a number of substitutes 
mentioned in previous articles are almost 
as good. 

When the poults are a month or six 


| weeks old, the evening feed may be changed 


to one of grain—cracked wheat or hulled 
oats being especially good. Poults on 
range may be fed grain safely much sooner 
than poults raised in brooder coops. 

As the young birds grow more and more 
grain can be added to the single evening 
feed. The turks will count on this, and to 
some extent will regulate their own food 
supply accordingly. They will invariably 
be on hand at the usual place at the usual 
time, and will become more and more tame 
as the months go by. After they have de- 
veloped the red wattles of half-grown birds 
the evening feed may consist of whole 
grain exclusively, corn predominating. 

As market time approaches no better eve- 
ning feed can be given than the old Rhode 
Island combination of whole corn and oats. 

It is not necessary to feed any beef scrap 
or its equivalent to ranging turkeys, as 
they will procure this element of their ra- 
tion themselves through the inexhaustible 
supply of worms and insects. 

In very dry localities, where no ordinary 
green feed is procurable during the late 
months of summer, a patch of clover or 
alfalfa should be kept growing for the tur- 
keys to pick over. In case it is not de. 
sired to fence this away from the birds and 
feed the clippings green to them, the roots 
may be protected by putting frames cov- 
ered with chicken wire across it. If one- 
inch mesh wire is used and the ffames are 
an inch from the ground, the turkeys will 
range over them and pick off the green as 
it grows without being able to damage the 
roots. 

Turkeys will ordinarily do better on high 
ground than on a flat valley floor. Windy 
hillsides make ideal ging grounds for 
turkey flocks.

During transit a number of chickens invari- 
ably die from various causes and the men 
are instructed to remove at once the bodies 
of the dead fowl. Sometimes they neglect 


to do this, and then a reprimand from our 
officers is in order.

And if so, does it not afford a 
reason for the invasion of our home markets 
with this foreign product’? To supply home 
consumption quality must be added to quan- 
tity. This, irrespective of other economic 
and commercial reasons that may be in. 
volved in the problem, such as prices real- 
ized and cost of local production. 


Why Import Table Poultry? 


All breeds and varieties of poultry pro- 
duce eggs; likewise they also are good to 
eat, the values in either case being merely 
a matter of degree. This condition will ex- 
plain why some are designated as “egg 
breeds,” others as “general purpose” fowls, 
and still others as meat varieties. Often 
these economic considerations cross each 
other, a socalled general-purpose fowl 
(Rocks, Wyandottes, Reds, etc.,) being quite 
as prolific in eggs as the so-called egg 
breeds (Leghorns, Campines, etc.,.) but one 
hardly ever hears of the latter being classed 
as meat breeds. And since we import large 
quantities of table fowl, both on the hoof 
and in cold storage, it has oftcn been a 
matter of speculation why California breed-

French and Belgium varieties will be in- 
terested to learn that the poultry industry— 
what there is left of it—in Belgium is be- 
ing prosecuted under difficulties, and that 
for the want of cereal foods in any form, a 
fancier here and there is sustaining his 
birds on bread and cheese, as witness the 
following correspondence appearing in a 
late issue of the Feathered World: 

“There is no poultry food left in Belgium, 
as grain can no longer be procured, and it is 
strictly forbidden to give it to fowls. Any 
birds that the peasants still have share the 
pigs’ food; the supply of maize is almost en- 
tirely exhausted. Then the Germans requli- 
sition the birds by the hundred, demanding 
600 fowls from each little village. They 
give a good price for them, and as food is 
exhausted, the peasants may just as well 
get rid of them advantageously. There will 
be much to do to restock the country after 
the war. 

“My own Bantams are still in their little 
wired-in enclosure. They have bread for 
breakfast, bread for dinner, and cheese at 
night.

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‘Secretary of Navy Hopes for Disarmament. 
By Edward Marshail. 


AMERICA WILL LEAD. 


OULD Internationa! disarmament 
be desirable?” I asked. - 
“Undoubtedly,” was the reply. 
“The world must come to it.” 

I was not talking with a clergyman, but 
with the Secretary of the United States 


Navy, who, a few moments earlier, had ex- 


pressed elation because he had succeeded 
in inducing Congress to make large appro- 
priations for new submarines. 

“War must end.” said he. “Every hu- 
mane instinct certainly demands it, but the 
demand of common sense is louder than 
that of humane instincts. It always is.” 

“Personally 1 hate war. I hate ite de 
struction of fatherhood, orphan-making, 
widow-making. 1! should be glad to see the 


time arrive when neither armed sailors nor) 


soldiers would be required anywhere in the 
world. I hope that when this present war 
shall end so great will be the deep impres- 
sion left upon humanity that war never will 
come again. 

“While I am the Secretary of the United 
States Navy I shall try to stick tight to my 
job, to understand it and te perform its 
duties. But I hope for a great conference 
of the experts of the world called for the 
purpose of devising ways and means for 
making this war final—ways for the 
achievement of disarmament. 

“These men, experts at making war, 
should also be expert at keeping peace. 
When the armies and the navies of the 
world become the world’s police and not 
the world’s oppressors, then hunianity will 
have accomplished perhaps the greatest 
step toward the fulfillment of ite destiny. 

“Suppose the nations now at war had ex- 
pended the vast sums which they have 
spent on sarplus armament and which they 
now are spending upon war on almost any 
peaceful project of general improvement. 


What the War’s Cost Might Have Done. 


“This war and the preparedness which 
went before it and led up to it will cost far 
more than would have been the cost of mak- 
ing every road, indeed, every by-path in 
Purope a paved-and perfect way. It will 
cost enough to harness every water power 
So that 10,000 mills might turn and so that 
every resident of Europe, no matter of what 
station, might have electric light in every 
room of his abode. 

“When Edison toured Europe a few years 
ago he noted a most interesting thing. In 
those Swiss. neighborhoods within the 
sphere of influence of electric lighting 
plants he found few stupid faces, he found 
only slight illiteracy and very high intel- 
ligence and happiness. 

“In those valleys where electric light had 
not yet penetrated he found humanity at 
the old average, much lower than the new. 

“Such was the beneficent influence of the 
electric light and its stimulus to study and 
more extended social activity, that even 
faces of the residents in rural neighbor- 
hoods affected by the longer living day 
made possible by electric light were 
brighter and gave evidence of greater hap 
piness than those in the neighborhoods 
where bad lighting sent the peopic early to 
their beds, or, at least, kept them from eve 
ning reading, study and social intercourse. 
Two Billions Every Year for War. 


“Well, before it ends this war will cost a 
sum so vast that, expended not upon de 
struction, but upon construction, it might 
have harnessed miliions of horse power in 
now wasting cataracts and given the intel- 
ligence stimulating light to really great pop 
ulations.

It is trre; and 
also it is true that unless some intelligent 
agreement to reduce, or, at least, to limit 
armament is reached by the nations of the 
world, and if the United States finds it con- 
tinually necessary to keep armed in a way 
at all comparable to the armament of its 
possible if improbable adversaries in con- 
flict, we shall find that we scarcely have be 
gun upon diture. 

“Happily, we do not pretend to keep pre- 
pared for war as one of the great powers. 
We have a powerful navy, and the last Con- 
gress made larger appropriations for its in- 
crease than those made by any previous 
Congress in the history of the nation. It 
made appropriations toward the construc- 
tion of five new dreadnaughts, twelve new 
destroyers and twenty-six new submarines. 

“This seems like progress. It stirs the 
blood. 


_ “But when we stop to think that a dread- 
naught costs $15,000,000 and that this Con- 
gress has authorized the construction of five 
such vessels, such an appropriation imply- 
ing the expenditure of many more willions 


for personnel, upkeep and operation, and 
when we stop to think that every dollar of 
these millions—-surely far more than a hun- 
dred in the end—must come out of the 
pockets of ouf taxpayers, we find the blood 
chilled, instead. 

“What might not these hundred millions 
do for good roads, for the development of 
our own water powers and lighting and 
manufacturing? What might they not do 
for the cause of education’? 


We Must Keep Pace with Others. 


“Our naval appropriation bill provides for 
more than $147,000,000 for this year. If it 
is costing us this sum now when our navy 

kept upon what the world has come to 
consider a modest basi, imagine what our 
expenditure would aggregate in dollars and 
would represent in human and ethical waste 
if we should attempt to take a place as one 
of the really great military powers! Sup- 
pose we entered into competition with, for 
instance, England and Germany! 

“And it must be remembered that the cost 
goes far beyond the bills incurred for the 
mere building of the ships. The ships must 
be equipped with armament and manifold 
accessories of which the layman scarcely 
knows the names and does not guess the 
cost. 

“For example, as the Secretary of the 
United States Navy, | made a contract the 
other day for a single torpedo net to cost 
$75,000. 

“When that and other torpedo nets have 
been provided and supplied to our great na- 
val ships, it probably will develop that some 
means of circumventing them has been de- 
vised by the torpedo-makers, rendering 
them obsolete, and we shall need to spend 
new thousands in order to meet that and 
offset it. 

“Such is the endless nature of the process 
of military preparedness. 


“The submarind is the great problem of 
naval construction today. Many years after

the vivid imagination of Jules Verne pic- 
tured for the novel reader what he thought 
to be the possibilities of such uncanny craft 
they have actually Gome into existence as 
the most terrifying of destructive agents. 


The Problem of the Submarine. 


“As delicate as Swiss watches in their 
construction, engineers confess that we 
scarcely have passed the threshold of learn- 
ing concerning them. 

“We do not know how to build them per- 
fectly. No absolutely satisfactory battery 
or engine yet has been devised to furnish 
them with motive power. All the warring 
nations of Europe have been working along 
practically identical lines with us in sub- 
marine construction. 


Submarine Construction. 


“Now, France is said to be ready to go 
back from the Diesel ol] engine to the old 
steam engine. 

“The lead batteries used by all the na- 
tions in their submarines are accompanied 
by an element of danger, for if salt water 
gets to them chlorine gas is the result, and 
that will kill the crews. 

“The only means by which the com- 
mander of a submerged submarine may see 
the surface of the water is through the peri- 
scope, and that is unsatisfactory. 

“These things show that with this weapon 
of destruction the world is in a definitely ex- 
perimental stage. But that is true of prac- 
tically everything in warfare. Experimen- 
tation is continually necessary and is infi- 
nitely costly. 

"So far as we know, now, the United 
States will in some sense be in the lead in 
submarine navigation when the authoriza- 
tions of this Congress have been fulfilled. 
It appropriated money for the construction 
of three sea-cgoing submarines. To the best 
of my knowledge no other nation yet has 
undertaken the construction of under-water 
vessels of this type. 

“These amazing little ships will have a 
speed of from twenty to twenty-three knots 
when traveling upon the surface, and thus 
they will be able to keep up with the sur- 
face fleet when cruising. Constructors and 
engineers now are trying to determine what 
will be the best type of engines for them, 
and already they have been named ‘dread. 
naught submarines.’ 


Edison at Work on War Problems. 


“The United States is fortunate in having 
among its citizens the greatest of inventive 
geniuses. Thomas A. Edison is now con- 
centrating his incomparable mind upon the 
problem of making these new submarines 
the most effective vessels ever known. 

“It was clear enough that certain prob- 
lems must be solved before the submarine 
eould be developed into the efficient agent 
which, obviously, it might be, and with a 
view to arousing his interest in the subject 
I invited him to go with me to the Brooklyn 
navy yard upon a visit of investigation. 

“The great inventor never before had 
been on board of either a dreadnaught or a 
submarine, and it was an inspiration to ob- 
serve his interest. Once having induced 
him to make the visit, it was actually diffi- 
cult to get him to bring it to an end. 

“The Edison battery already had been 
tested in the navy yard and experts had de- 
clared their belief that in it we had the great 
desideratum—a battery free from chlorine 
gas danger. No accidents from that source 
have happened in our navy, but we are 
aware of peril. If we must have subma- 
rines, I am delighted that Edison should 
have been willing to begin study of the 
problem 

*T have ordered the installation of an Edi- 
son battery in one of our old submarines 
and in one of our newest under-water ves- 
sels, so that he may test it out as rapidly 
as possible. 

“The war has shown the vast importance 
of the under-water craft, and because of this 
I recommended to Congress that after other 
appropriations had been made as many as 
possible of these vessels should be added.

“We don't know what the others are do- 
ing. Some may have failed; those that 
have accomplished most may have done so 
at great expense, after many misses. 

“So far as | have heard no vessel travel- 
‘Ing at a speed as great as eighteen knots 
has been damaged by a submarine. Those 
which have been assailed successfully, as 
indicated by reports which have reached us, 
have been standing still or proceeding at 
low speed. 

“Of course ncthing is impossible. Sub- 
marine experts declare faith in their ability 
to eventually design under-water craft 
eapabie of matching speed with and sinking 
the fastest dreadnaughts. 

“Chief Naval Constructor David W. Tay- 
lor of our service, easily the first man in 
America and probably the first man in the 


“world in his profession, has been abroad 


several times for the purpose of studying 
every phase of naval construction with a 
view to making dreadnaughts as nearly as 
possible impervious to submarine attacks. 


There is No Last Word in Warfare. 


“We hope to take advantage of every new 
development. Already the war has taught 
us much, but the greatest lessons will not 
be open to the student until after the great 
war is over. 

“Most of the ships engaged at the start 
were built on lines well known to us. Un- 
doubtedly, however, genius has been busy, 
and it may have been producing novel craft. 

“There is no last word in warfare, al- 
though the ‘last word’ often is proclaimed. 
And that is why there cannot be, without in- 
ternational disarmament, an end to its tax- 
ation or a limit to the burdens it may place 
upon the people’s shoulders. There become 
apparent the most discouraging feature of 
the great war game and the most striking 
illustration of its fatuousness. 

“Every war teaches new things. The 
great new thing developed in our Civil War 
was the ironclad. The battle between the 
Monitor and Merrimac, in Hampton Roads, 
was epoch-making for the navies of the 
world, 

“Now, in this war, have come under-water 
and air craft, teaching as wonderful lessons 
and likely to cause, at least in naval con- 
struction, a revolution as great as that at- 
tributable to the fight in those Virginia 
waters. 

“When the European war began, I sent 
in addition to our regular haval at- 
taches, various constructors, engineers, air- 
men and doctors. 

“Not much has come from them, as yet, 
of course; but we have learned that air- 
craft have rendered surprises in warfare 
henceforth impossible. The Stonewall 
Jacksons and the Shermans of the future 
wars must de for victories upon other 
strategy than su 

“That ts one of the important reasons for 
what seems to be the leisurely course of 
this conflict. Decisive battles probably 
would have been fought before this had it 
not >een for aircraft. 


Pr sident Wanted to Be a Sailor Boy. 


“This administration is immensely inter- 
ested in the navy. It has been pointed out, 
but never emphasized, that the President, 
himself, when a boy, wished to go to Annap- 
olis. Il often have thought how different the 
present situation would be if he had done 
so and were now captain of the New Jersey 
instead of captain of the Ship of State.” 

I asked Secretary Daniels to express him- 
self definitely upon the matter of general 
disarmament. 

“There can be no two opinions among rea- 
sonable men upon that subject,” he replied. 
“All law-abiding cititens agree that indi- 
vidual disarmament is to be enforced, and 
if warlike weapons are undesirable and 
trouble-makers in the hands of individuals 
they are exactly the same thing in the hands 
of nations. 

“Not even questions of so-<alled ‘honor’ 
can be adjudicated in an ideal manner by 
recourse to arms. In the old days high- 
spirited individuals thought it right to 
fight duels when individual questions of 
‘honor’ were involved. But even then they 
first considered arbitration—for each man 
had his second. 

“Men of great eminence have explained of 
late that questions involving national 


more satisfactory to everyone con- 
cerned than when they have been settled by 
a fight. 


“Any question can be built into an affair 
of honor. To deny the availability of arbi- 
tration as a means of settling such disagree- 
ments is equivalent to explaining that you 
favor arbitration, but that even though you 
do, you are aware that it won't work. 

All or None Must Disarm. 


“To my mind, however, we must admit 
that general arbitration of international dis- 
putes cannot be brought about in this world 
of great commercia!] rivalries unless the 
great navy nations get together and agree 
to it. All must agree or none can agree 
with safety. 

“In the movement leading toward such a 
general agreement the United States of 
America, by the grace of God free and 
independent, must be the leaders. There 
fore, it seems to me, the course for us to 
follow is to build a powerful navy, saying, 
meanwhile, to the other powers which will 
be watching every rivet as we drive it: 

“"We are ready to join you in an agree- 
ment to cease this expensive and endless 
competition. But we can't cease if you 
don't cease. Cessation will save us and 
will save you. But we are richer than you 
are and if you keep on we'll beat you at it. 
What do you think about it?’ 

“Only readiness to defend ourselves 
against any attack will put us in such a po- 
sition that we will be listened to with re- 
spect. If we maintain our readiness the 
day may come when argument and reason 
from us may produce desirable results. 

“It seems probable that conditions follow- 
ing the European war will be especially 
favorable to such a move upon our part. 
Already the fighting nations have’ spent 
nearly all they have, soon they will be mort- 
gaging the future. 


United States Muet Lead. 


“When they definitely reach and encroach 
upon this melancholy period, sentiment will 
become strong for arbitration and reduction 
of armament. Indeed, it seems inevitable 
that it will be too strong to withstand, and 
I believe it will be 
United States to take the lead in this 
progression so essential to the advance 
ment of the world’s civilization. 

“The naval appropriations in our own 
country have doubled in a dozen years, and 
they have increased even more rapidly in 
other nations. It is a mad rivalry, certain 
to produce a burden too heavy for any na- 
tion to bear. I do not consider that the 
present war renders impossible an inter- 
national agreement tending to relieve hu- 
manity of this burden; indeed, | believe 
that it will forward it, rather than retard it. 

“This time would be inopportune for a 
movement upon our part toward the organi- 
zation of a conference of the powers for 
the discussion of ways and means for the 
decrease of armament, but it is my belief 
that after peace comes America will find its 
coveted opportunity of initiating a move- 
ment for the reduction in the world’s fight- 
ing machinery without endangering the 
rights of any people. 

“At the launching of the naval vessel 
Pennsylvania, the message which | deliv- 
ered as spokesman for the President of the 
United States was one of peace. It found 
many echoes in the hearts of our sea fight- 
ers. I have learned that the officers in the 
navy who are keenest to kegp the navy up 
to the highest standard do not wish for war. 

“With others I had hugged to my bosom 
the delusion that if we were continually 
ready with a great navy and a worthy army 
we thereby would be safeguarding against 
war. I considered ‘preparedness’ insurance. 

“Il was not alone in this delusion. When 
Dr. Gatling, a native of North Carolina, 
reached his seventieth birthday, I asked 
him if he did not feel regret that he had 
invented a firearm which had been respon- 
sible for so many human deaths. He an- 
swered that, upon the contrary, he felt ela- 
tion, because he had so added to the ter- 
rors of war that he had made for peace. 


Preparation Not Preventive. 


“I and many others now see the fallacy 
of that. We now see that preparation is 
not prevention. 

“War can come and will come, in spite of 
everything, unless all agree to stop it and 
give hostages to make doubly sure the exe- 
cution of this admirable agreement. 

“The nations most ready were the nations

would be the readiness of the saval and mil- 
itary departments of the government to en- 
ter upon the manufacture of munitions of 
war. That policy would prevent effective 
agitation or organization for big prepared- 
ness for war upon the part of those who 
profit through the manufacture of war sup 
plies. 

“It has been suspected in some countries 
that makers of arms and powder, guns and 
fighting craft, have promoted, for their per- 
sonal enrichment, steadily-increasing arma- 
ment and therefore provocation for war. 
The link between personal enrichment and 
preparedness should not be permitted to ex- 
ist in the United States. It could be pre 
vented by government manufacture of all 

material for war. 


“The last Congress authorized govern- 
ment manufacture of all smokeless pow- 
der. Government manufacture costs 36 
cents a pound; before the government had 
a powder plant private manufacturers had 
supplied the government at 80 cents a 
pound. We have doubled our capacity for 
government manufacture of torpedoes and 
considerably reduced the cost. 


Should Manufacture Own Munitions. 


“T take the position that the government 
should be in a position to manufacture every 
war implement and war munition, for two 
reasons; first, control of and economy in its 
preparedness, and, second, the elimination 
of the incentive of dollar-making individu- 
als to urge the nation on toward war. 

“Happily, we have had no such scandals 
in this country as have occurred abroad 
where great concerns actually have jock- 
eyed for preparation, in order that they 
might make money out of it, but we must 
forever guard against the possibility. 

“No one glories in this war. Every ruler 
involved hastens to explain that he was not 
responsible for its outbreak, accompanying 
his statement with proofs in the form of 
blue books, white books, red books, or yel- 
low books. Every chancellory in Europe 
has made frenzied efforts to shift responsi- 
bility. Each declares that the nation which 
has issued it is fighting to save itself from 
annihilation. 

“That conviction certainly is honest 
among the men who actually are fighting. 
We must regard the blood they shed as that 
of patriots. The man who won't fight for 
his home is not of the sort which make the

are trying, here, now, to accomplish just 
that: but we all hate war. 

“We have doubled the appropriations te 
be spent afloat and notably decreased those 
to be spent ashore. We are spending money 
not only upon submarines, but on aero 
planes. 

“In an abandoned navy yard we have this 
year organized an efficient air-craft station. 
Congress has given the navy its first appro- 
priation specifically for aviation—a million 
dolilars—but every dollar of it has been 
saved in navy-yard economies to build two 
submarines.” 

I asked the Secretary to express himself 
upon the feeling of irritation throughout 
Burope which seems to have been produced 
by our neutrality measures. 

The European Irritation Against Us. 


“It is regrettable,” he answered. “Wher- 
ever it exists it is based upon a misconcep- 
tion of America’s position. Our country is 
made up of people from all the European 
nations and should be, as it has demon- 
strated itself to be, strictly neutral. 

“Whatever irritation exists will be disst- 
pated when Europe realizes America’s ac- 
tual sentiment, its sorrow for the horrors of 
the struggle and its hope that its good 
offices may be availed of in bringing It to a 
quick end. 

“When I first entered office I hoped that 
ere I left it the United States might be 
called in conference by others of the great 
nations to discuss the end of competition 
for preparedness for war. 


“Such a conference is desirable above all 
things. It should include the most distin- 
guished admirals, generals and experts in 
military affairs as well as all the secreta- 
ries. Such a personnel probably would ac- 
complish more than one including only lay- 
men, even though they were all statesmen 
of the highest rank. 

“It would be a glorious thing to see these 
men, trained to fighting, take the lead in 
a great conference for peace. 

“rhe movement toward this end, which 
was well under way, has been terribly de 
layed, but I have not lost hope of its even- 
tual accomplishment.”

“It seems, therefore, that the only prac- 
ticable way in which cities like New York, 
Boston and San Francisco may be defended 
will prove to be by means of submarines 
and movable forts. That must tend toward 
thoughts of world disarmament. 

“What would that mean’? Nearly one- 
half cut from th? taxation of all civilized 
peoples. 

“If we could turn all the money which we 
spend on war preparedness into the develop- 
ment of the undeveloped sections of our 
country, every desert might thereby be 
changed into a blooming garden-spot. Ev- 
ery man could have his home. Good roads 
could be constructed in front of every door. 
Every water power could be developed. 

“The most wonderful achievements 
dreamed of by the prophets of human social 
progress would come with almost startling 
speed if we could spend, not to destroy but 
to build up, the money which we now waste 
on military preparation. 

“This very day a man said to me that L, 
as Secretary of the United States Navy, 
ought not to talk that way. 

“He was wrong. The greatest of our 
soldiers, Washington, Grant, Lee, hated 
war.

A Pennsylvania coal mining company is 
applying the idea to the extreme, From its 
anthracite coal mines vast quantities of coal 
have been shipped to market, but millions 
of tons of screenings have accumulated for 
many years. These culm piles were con- 
sidered to be worthless, and coal ashes and 
other refuse were dumped on them. At the 
present time, however, the very small sizes 
of anthracite, down to a sixteenth of an 
inch in diameter, can al! be sold profitably; 
so the company is digging out the culm 
piles and sifting the old waste for salable 
coal. 

The managers know it will not be long 
before even the flue dust may do good work 
under boilers and sell at a fair figure; 
therefore the new culm piles resulting from 
the present sifting operations have been 
carefully planned to be handy and in good 
shape for selling whenever the inventors 
succeed in making it profitable. 

Dust from the chimneys of a copper 
smelter is not now of much value, as & 
general rule, because there is no economical 
way of recovering the copper, zinc, silver 
and gold in the dust; but great quantities 
of this fine dust are collected in modern 
smelters, in an attempt to prevent the 
smelter fumes from bothering neighboring 


disposing of it.

A BOY’S ADVENTURE 


{The following story tse a translation from the 
original Eskimo made by a young woman nativé 
of Northern Alaska. who is now tiving In Southern 
California.——-Ed. Iliusirated Weekly.) 


N A LAND far to the north where the 
] white bear lives in peace and the cari- 
bou makes its home, there lived in the 
long ago time, three people, two men and 
a boy. Thé boy was ten snows gone and be- 
ginning to be a great hunter. and a fast 


runner. Already he could sometimes catch 


an overfed caribou, and by holding with his 
hands when he caught one, soon became 
very strong in the arms and fingers. One 
day he caught a young bear and choked 
it to death, but whtle he was doing it the 
bear hugged him so tight that he did not 
care to catch any more than way. 

His father and uncle were men of little 
talk and answered not his questions of 
where the bears and caribou went when the 
great light sank below the ice and the long 
night began. 

In the dark days when the great light 
slept the three people made their bows and 
arrows and spears of wood that they took 
from the large oomiakpuk (ship) that was 
lying wrecked on the shore. 

Once when the uncle was in a talking 
mood, he told the boy some people with 
snow faces came in this boat a long time 
ago, when the days were getting dark and 
the ice took such a strong hold on the boat, 
the snow-faced people could not break it, 
even after they had tried for many days 
to cut it away with the funny looking things 
with sharp edges, and wooden handles, that 
they called axes. 

The snow-faced men were many when 
they came, but after two snows had gone by, 
there were none left. The last two were 
seen to follow the bears and two snows later 
were found frozen in an iceberg and are now 
drifting away far into the North where the 
great light sleeps. 

Since that time the big oomiakpuk has 
furnished wood for bows, arrows and spears 
and also the funny things the snow-faced 
men called axes. 

After hearing the story the boy became 
inquisitive and asked his uncle where the 
people came from, but the uncle could not 
tell. Often had the boy climbed the one 
pole that remained still upright in the 
oomiakpuk to look for bears, or for the re- 
turn of the great light after its long sleep, 
and often had he gone fearfully down into 
the dark inside to gaze in awe at the big 
drinking cups (watet casks) of the snow- 
faced men. 

There was nothing left of the snow-faced 
men now but a few bones, crushed in small 


pieces by the bears which had eaten them 


and the boy, judging by the size of the 
drinking cups, thought that the snow-faced 
men were very large and strong, to use 


on the walis and skins of the white bear on 
the floor. 

His clothes were made of caribou skins, 
which kept him warm and comfortable in 
the coldest weather. Strips of wolverine 
were sewed on his parka (coat) and the tail 
of the wolverine strapped on behind for 
ornamentation. His mukluks (boots) were 
made of seal skin and sewed with the ten- 
dons of the caribou. 

His arrows were tipped with flint and the 
shaft feathered with ptarmigan wings and so 
true were they made that he could pierce 
the eye of a caribou while yet far away and 
running fast. Many walruses and seals fell 
victims to his ready spear and there was no 
lack of food in his igloo, 

When eighteen snows had gone by he was 
a strong man and no animal was as fleet 
of foot as he. One day while he was chasing 
a fast running white fox, he suddenly came 
upon a very startling scene! His uncle 
was fighting with a large white bear and 
the bear was on top. He did not stand very 
long, but with a yell, sprang upon the bear 
and seized him by ‘the throat. After a most 
desperate struggle, the bear slept quietly 
and breathed no more. 

His uncle was in a serious condition and 
would soon have slept had not the boy come 
to his assistance when he did. His clothes 
were torn in strips and many deep scratches 
were on his body. He scarcely breathed. 
The boy took off his own parka and placed 
it very carefully over his wounded uncle, 
picked him up and carried him very tender- 
ly.over the rough tundra to his igloo many 
miles away, never once resting until he laid 
him carefully on a nice soft bed of wolf and 
lynx skins. 

For many days he cared for his uncle, 
washing his wounds with the juice of the 
caribou moss that grew so plentifully on the 
tundra. Each day he gathered and boiled it 
until it became tender and then applied it 
to the wotlnds so that there was no pain. 
Under such careful nursing his uncle soon 
got well and strong again and loved the boy 
very much. 

Now it was that the boy asked questions 
and the uncle answered. He learned for 
the first time that there were other people 
living on the other side of the blue moun- 
tains, over whieh the great light climbed the 
highest. 

His father had forbidden him ever to cross 
these mountains and to keep his back to

N ALL the West there is today no place 
of any great size remaining as yet in 
its virginal wildness. The very moun- 
tains, forests, deserts, valleys, canyons, all 
have long since yielded up their rarest 
scenic treasures. The Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado, the Yosemite Valley, the Yellow 
stone National Park and many other beauty 
spots of scarcely less prominence, places 
where the Indian alone and in silence once 
prayed to the God of his fathers, are Mec- 
cas toward which the eyes and feet of thou 
sands, now turn annually. The traveler in 
search of the unvisited scenic attractions 
must needs wander far afield into the re

levels. 

Lying between and apart from the main 
routes of travel across the State, this great 
timbered highland—one of the largest in 
the entire West—is but little known to the 
traveling public. For: sheer charm and 
beauty it equals anything to be seen in the 
country. A trip into its more distant parts 
is best made in June, when its uplands and 
valleys first take on their springtime liv- 
eries of green

In supplying his larder the traveler should 
take into consideration the fact that more 
food is required on an occasion of this kind 
than when one is less actively engaged in- 
doors. In the writer’s experience there is 
nothing like a long ride in the keen moun- 
tain air to give one an appetite. Hence 
one can il] afford to run short of food, as 
it would materially lessen the enjoyment of 
the trip, for, as Mark Twain sads: “Noth- 
ing helps scenery like ham and eggs.” 

Horses, pack animals and guides, togeth- 
er with the other essentials, can easily 
be provided at Flagstaff. From here one’s 
way lies in a southeasterly direction. The 
first day's ride puts one well beyond the 
areas that have been logged. Thenceforth 
the trail leads through a magnificently 
timbered country of towering heights and 
shadowy depths, ever joyous with the song

The undersigned plenipetentiaries 
of the powers representerd at the in- 
ternational peace confer@nce at The 
Hague, duly authorized to that effect 
by their governments, inspired by the 
sentiment which found expression in 
the declaration of St. Petersburg of 
the 29th November (11th December, ) 
1868, declare as follows: 

The contracting powers agree to ab- 
Stain from the use of projectiles, the 
object of which is the diffusion of 
asphyxiating or deleterious gases. 

The present declaration is only 
binding in the contracting powers in 
the case of a war between two or 
more of them. 

It shall cease to be binding from 
the time when, in a war between the 
contracting powers, one of the bel- 
ligerents shall be joined by a non- 
contracting power.

The present declaration 
ratified as soon as possible. 

The ratification shall be deposited 
at The Hague. 


A proces verbal! shall be drawn up 


on the receipt of each ratification, a 
copy of which, duly certified, shall be 
sent through the diplomatic channel 
to al] the contracting powers. 


The nonsignatory powers can ad- 
here to the present declaration. For 
this purpose they must make their ad- 
hesion known ‘40 the contracting 
powers by means of a written noti- 
fication addressed to the Netherlands 
government, and by it communicated 
to all the other contracting powers. 


In the event of one of the high con- 
tracting powers denouncing the pres- 
ent declaration, such denunctation 
shall not take effect until a year aft- 
er the notification made in writing to 
the government of the Netherlands, 
and forthwith communicated by it to 
all the other contracting powers. 

This denunciation shall only effect 
the notifying powers.

IN EXPLOSION. 


DYNAMITE IN AUTOMOBILE I5 
SUDDENLY IGNITED. 


Three People Fatally Injured tn an 
Accident at Syracuse, N. Y., When 
an Attempt was to be Made to 
Bring Body to Surface of the 
Water. 


{BY A. P. MIGHT WIRE.) 

SYRACUSE (N. Y.) May 22.— 
Four were killed, three fatally in- 
jured, and seventeen others seriously 
injured here this afternoon, when an 
automobile load of dynamite, to be 
used to search for the body of a 
drowned boy, exploded. Several 
women are among the injured. Win- 
dows were blown out of nearby fac- 
tories and shreds of bodies and cloth- 
ing were thrown on telephone wires 
and scattered for a distance of 15° 
eet. 

The dead are: 

FRANK ROSS, of Brewerston, in 
charge of the dynamite. 

JAMES HUGHES, county morgue 
attendant. 

VINCENT GZENLEHWS, aged 14, 
and an unidentified baby boy. 

The baby was in the arms of his 
sister, who was standing near the 
automobile at the time of,the ex- 
Plosion and who is dying from her 
injuries. 

About seventy-five sticks of dyna- 
mite were in the automobile and 
several persons were standing near 
the car, which was blown to pleces. 

Morgue attendants and others were 
searching for the body of Donald 
Willex, aged 3, who was drowned 
early in the week by falling into a 
fume. The dynamite was to be used 
in an effort to bring the child's body 
to the surface. The Coroner has 
started an investigation.

The departure of Durand marke the 
end of a long contest to remain in thie 
country, while charges that he was 


an undesirable alien and lived on the 


earnings of a prostitute, were being 
investigated by the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. It is believed 
that Durand, the name by Which he 
was known !n Los Angeles, spent many 
thousand dollars trying to defeat his 
deportation. it is known that from 


a position of semi-affluence financially, 


he was not only bent but broken, the 
money going to attorneys for his de- 


fense, and the preparation of evidence 
|lfor submission to the Washington au- 


thorities. 

Accompanying Durand was Jeanne 
Nantet. better known as Marcella 
Royer. who came with Durand to Los 
Angeles in 1900, after the latter had 
been sent out of Durban, Natal, South 
Africa, for white slave practices. For 
vears the woman posed as Durand'’s 
housekeeper at No. 726 North Ala- 
meda stret, and No. 428 Eget Third 
street, when as a matter of fact she 


conducted a disorderly house, and 


Durand lived on the income. 
Durand is a Russian Jew, and had 


a criminal record in Paris, as far back 
as 1888, when he was found guilty of 


robbery and gent out of the country. 
During the Boer War he went to 


South Africa. and was active tn Dur- 


ban in criminal circies, being sent out 


ef that country in 1900, and coming 
direct from Africa to Los -Angeles, 


where he has been since. 
In the hey-day of his political pow- 


er Durand was one of the men who 
had to be reckoned with, but yester- 
day afternoon none of his old-time 
friends called to say good-by. Durand 
has been in jall for severa: montha, 
his bondsmen,. who qualified in his be- 
half for $5906, surrendering him to 
the officers. The woman was at liberty 
on $1000 bond, and she appeared 
promptly at the office of Capt. Connell, 
who has had the case in charge since ; 
its inception, ready for the long trip. 


Information of the proceedings 


against Durand here has been sent 
to the French government, and it is 
understood that he will be given an 
opportunity to enlist in the army and 
do service in behalf of his country.

And the trees flourished to the utter 
amazement and consternation of the 
nurserymen. 
Some of the most common of the 
mative California plants were the 
t to obtain. Many shrubs that 
grow wild here had to be purchased 
in Germany. Mr. Hart made such a 
rumpus among the nurserymen that 
@& great many dealers finally got busy 
and put them in stock. 
He now has the finest and larg- 
of native flora in Cali- 
nia, the government having helped 
him farm it. 


ORIGINAL PLAN. 

Mr. Hart has evolved an absolute- 
ly original conception of what a Call- 
fornia@ garden should be. He is not 
interested in hothouse plants, beauti- 
ful though they may be. He is 
interested only in a demonstration 
of what range of flowers, shrubs and 
trees will grow out of doors in Cali- 
fornia. 

So on a plat of land the size of an 
‘ @verage \front yard grow and thrive 
‘together a juniper tree from tropical 
Africa; a cypress tree from the frozen 
Wastes of Alaska; a cypress which 
first reared its head on a sunny is- 
land of the South Seas; a gaunt and 
toughened cedar from the snowy 
heights of the Himalayan Mountains, 
and a fabled cedar of Lebanon. Ali 
seem perfectly satisfied with their 
Californian environment. 

Every species of the conifer known 
can be found growing in one of the 
canyons of the magnificent estate. 
The conifers are the great family of 
cone- 

FROM BARTH'S FAR CORNERS. 

One of these, the taxidium, came 
from the parent tree in the gardens 
of the National Palace of Mexico, at 
Chapultepec. Another, the deodar, 
came from the heights of the Hima- 
layas in India. This is the tree made 
famous by Kipling. Others came 
from Central Africa, Alaska, Pata- 
gonia and Siberia. From every clime 
on the globe they have been gathered, 
and they are all thriving luxuriantly 
in Conifer Canyon. 

In another of the canyons, known 
as Acacia Canyon, are growing to- 
gether 275 varieties of acacia. Some 
of these are giants, others are mere- 
ly shrubs. On a still night the odor 
of the acacia blossoms wafting up the 
canyon is almost overpowering. Each 
month in thé year some one of these 
acacias is in bloom. , 

Every kind of citrus fruit that has 
eo far been discovered occupies one 
corner of this wonderful garden. 
There are lemons that grow as 
big as your head, and oranges that 
grow as small as your littie§ finger 
nail. Some grow fhto large trees, 
other trees are full grown when they 
are a foot high. 

Bome of the lemond look fust like 
oranges and some of the oranges look 
just like lemons. And some of the 
citrons are so bitter that one taste 
. will put the taster out of business for 


week. 

In one of the canyons have been 
built retaining walis that are terraced 
one above another. On these ter- 
races he has planted every kind of 
deciduous fruit that has ever been 
discovered, including apples, peaches, 
plums, cherries, prunes and on. 

These trees are arranged in the or- 
der in which they come into bearing 
«the early ones first anJ the later 
Ones last. 

One of the strangest features is the 
tropical jungle, where has been 
created an environment for rare trop- 
fecal trees and hlants identical with 
that found on the banks of the Ama- 
Zon. Here are banana trees, Alo- 
casias, ginger treee, marantas, a!! 
kinds of lilies, extremely rare idesias, 
thousands of varieties of rare tropica! 
ferns and myriads of radiantly beau- 
tiful flowers. 

When a photographer was recently 

taking pictures in this jungle he lost 
his way and wandered around for 
nearly half an hour in the dense 
growth before he could find his way 
out. 
There are so many hundreds of 
rare and interesting trees and plants 
in the wonder gardens that it would 
take a good-sized library just to 
enumerate them. Among the rarest, 
which has never before been grown in 
thie country, ie the Cedrela odorata 
from Brazil, which loses all its leaves 
in the winter and looks like a tele- 
graph pole. These trees are used 
mainly for making pencils. 

The mango was never grown here 
until Mr. Hart planted it. 

THE ONLY BANYAN TREE. 

The Sapindus sapona of Venezuela 
i another one of his exclusives. 
The natives of Venezuela use the ber- 
ries wf this tree for soap. ° 

He also has the only banyan tree 
in this country. It belongs to the 
rubber family, of which Mr. Hart has 
thirty-eight varieties. The banyan 
fe a native of India and grows to 
enormo size. When it gets to a 
certain "mage of growth roots drop 
from the branches, and reaching to 
the earth, start another tree which 
does the same trick over again, ad 
infinitum, until an impenetrable jun- 
gle is formed. 

Another of- his exclusives is the 
litechi tree from China, which grows 
those funny little nuts found usually 
in Chinese stores. 

A species of the Gesneria, with 
large, showy red flowers, and a na- 
tive of Venezuela, which has never 
before been grown out of doors in 
the United States, is luxuriating on 
the side of a wooded canyon. The 
reason it has never before heen grown 
outdoors here is probably that no one 
ever before tried it. 

Every plant in this rare garden 
of mystery has had a diary since the 
day it first, as a seed, nestied into the 
ground. When a flower, shrub, tree 
or What-not is planted out in some 
nook or cranny an entry shows the 
location. the date and name on 4&4 
big chart. Everything in the garden 
but the weeds is marked on this chart, 
and after having been charted is reg- 
istered in the catalogue—and the 
diary starts. In this way Mr. Hart 
can weep track of the thousands up- 
on thousands of trees and flowers and 
watch their “mora! and epiritua!” as 
well as their physical development. 

TEMPERAMENT OF FLOWERS. 

For he is a stanch believer in the 
theory advanced a short while ago by 
Prof. Henry G. Walter, head of the 
Plant Research Institute of Lang- 
horne, that roses fall in love, and 
moreover, know no morals. The pro- 
fessor sald “that if man loved as vio- 
lently and recklessly as the roses the 
divorce courts would be running over- 


time. 

And Mr. Hart doesn't think that 
roses are the only sinners by a good 
deal. 

But he is also a firm believer ‘in 
the theory that flowers and trees have 


“Some flowers have very loving dis- 
positions.” he said, as he separated 
two creepers that had entwined them- 
selves about each other. “Others have 
mean dispositions, and show extreme 
antipathy for other plants. Some are 
selfish and some are generous.

JAPANESE PARADISE. 


When he wanted to develop his 
Japanese water gardens he followed 
the same thorough methods that he 
has employed in every other part of 
his wonder land. 

He hired a number of Japanese 
specialists, told them what he wanted, 
and left them to their own devices. 

The Japanese drew sketches of the 
Water gardens, and then went into the 
mountains to hunt for rocks with 
which to mold the artistic effects. 
They didn’t just pick up rocks “hit 
or miss.” They selected each for a 
particular place in the water garden, 
marking it with a number. 

Then they hauied the stones down 
from the mountain in a wooden 
sleigh, and fitted the numbers to- 
gether just as they belonged. And 
when they had finished, they had 
neither one rock too many nor one 
too few.

Mr. Hart doesn’t grow his tomatoes 
on vines like ordinary, everyday folks. 
He grows his tomatoes on great big 
trees, and they're some tomatoes, too! 
He grows his melons the same way. 
INDEPENDENCE. 


With his own electric light plant, 
his own gas plant, his own fire de- 
partment, his own carpenter shops, 
his own blacksmith shops. his own 
water system and many other things 
all his own, he is quite inde- 
pendent of the outside world. 

If he needed it, no doubt he would 
put in his own police department, but 
that would be wueeless as the only 
grafters on his place are the garden- 
erse—and they graft trees. 

As yet the gardens have no name 
but the title of wonderful, bestowed 
by the government. Some day, Mr. 
Hart thinks, he will have a contest 
end the public may help decide what 
this paradise shall be called.

Germany for weeks has kept up an at- 
tempt to maintain what it chooses to call 
a submarine blockade against all commerce 
of the British Isles, and its success grows 
daily. One hour comes the report of a 
trawler destroyed in the North Sea, and 
soon we hear of some similar feat off the 
Trish coast. In many cases the German 
submarines have gone so close to shore 
that their victims have had comparatively 
easy oar-pulling trips to land. Confidential 
advices to this country indicate that Ger- 
many actually is maintaining one or more 
submarine bases in British waters. Where 
can the English navy be? But few war 
vessels are on this side of the Atlantic; 
none seem needed in Pacific or Indian 
Ocean waters since German, commerce 
raidere are no longer at large, and the 
Dardanelles campaign should not s0 
weaken the navy as to make perilous life 
fm and around the British Isies. Such feats 
as the sinking of the Lusitania, while they 
profit Germany nothing from a military 
viesrpoint, cannot fall to give courage to 
the German naval heads. England must 
awaken if it is to command respect of 
America and the world for its navy. It 
can at least, if it hopes to maintain travel 
and shipping with American ports, give 
the appearance of providing warships to 
protect the interests which are intrusted 
to care.

HAT CAUSED THE SHRINKAGE? 

President Wilson was probably hon- 
est enough himself, but was grossly mis 
informed when he stated that. the falling 
off of $10,000,000 per manth revenue 
from customs duties was due, lef part, 
not to the reductions made by the new tar- 
iff, but to the great decrease in importations 
attributable to the extraordinary extent of 
the industrial area in Europe affected by 
the war. ‘ 

A scrutiny of statistics recently pub- 
lished by the Treasury Department shows 
that the shrinkage in customs revenues be- 
£an as soon as the new tariff law went into 
operation and continued for months before 
the war in Europe was thought of. The 
chasm between government revenues and 
expenditures was made deeper and wider 
by extravagant appropriations of the late 
Congress for the ordinary expenditures of 
government, and was increased but not 
originated by the European war. 

“It is a condition and not a theory that 
confronts us.” The deficiency is steadily 
growing and must ultimately be provided 
for. To meet it by the issue of national 
bonds would be retrogressive finance and 
bad statesmanship. A merchant who should 
seek to repair his unwise management and 
extravagant living expenditures by borrow- 
ing would have started on the road to bank- 
ruptcy, and a nation, however wealthy, is 
ho more exempt than an individual] from 
the consequences of mismanagement and 
extravagance. 

When there was $75,000,000 of treasury 
funds on deposit with the national banks 
throughout the country some hand-to-mouth 

statesmen at Washington pro- 
posed to cal] in this treasury balance to 
meet present needs. Happily, wiser coun- 
sels prevailed and it was not done. If it 
had been done it would have produced 
financial distress and confusion, and might 
even have resulted in panic at the money 
centers that would have been followed by 
bankruptcy and sheriffs’ sales. Money is 
the life blood of commerce. Impede the cir- 
culation and atrophy will result. 

The cessation of importations from the 
countries at war ang from countries not at 
war which depend upon German, French, 
Russian, Austrian, British—and now Ital- 
ian—vessels for transportation has tempora- 
rily had a protective effect upon American 
manufacturers. But it is only temporary. 
A restoration of peace would set the looms 
and furnaces of Burope again at work and 
give employment to hundreds of thousands 
of workers who would receive half to two- 
thirds the wages paid to American laborers. 
Our manufacturers, whose establishments 
were closed or reduced to half-production 
by the Democratic tariff, will not take the 
risk of making goods, the value of which 
might be at any time reduced by a sudden 
restoration of normal conditions in Europe. 
There is nothing to warrant an abandon- 
ment of the purpose of Republicans and 
patriotic Progressives throughout the coun- 
try to elect next year a majority of Repub- 
lican representatives who will amend the 
odious and absurd free-trade law and re- 
store the protective tariff under which the 
country grew and prospered for many years. 


AY TWENTY-FOURTH. 

About ten years ago, May 24, Queen 
Victoria's birthday, was dedicated as Em- 
pire Day for Great Britain. A local Brit- 
ish organization has now announced that 
it will hold on that date a mass meeting 
which, judging from previous affairs under 
the auspices of this association, will be 
largely a demonstration in favor of the 
allies. 

The United States has always looked 
leniently and tolerantly upon these national! 
days and their celebration in this country-— 
the Irishman and his St. Patrick's Day 
and the like——but there is no denying that 
they foster the hyphenated American idea. 
And for that reason, In this particular cri- 
sis, we cannot but feel that they should not 
be encouraged. 

We take no spectal objection to the meet- 
ing in question, especially as it ts ap- 
nounced as for the purpose of promoting 
friendship between thie country and Great 
Britain, upholding the ideals of democracy. 
justice, liberty and the sacredness of 
treaties, etc. 

But at this time, when national feeling 
runs high and the position is peculiarly del- 
icate for this country, we think that the 
best interests of everyTody concerned will 
be better served by a generous measure of 
silence, or the maxim that least sald soon- 
est mended. 

Maybe we are presupposing a state of 
affairs that is not contemplated, but the 
fact remains that at each of the previous 
meetings like this under consideration the 
enemies of England came in for some very 
stringent criticism, of which doubtless Brit- 
ishers approve, but which is, after all, but 
pouring ofl on the flames. 

When the war is over there will be 
urgent need of reconciliation and forgive- 
ness on all sides. As in private quarrels, 
the less bitterness that has been engen- 
dered by words the better, for physical 
hurts are more readily forgotten, as any 
schoolboy will vouch. 

Patriotism is a fine thing, let none decry; 


‘but there is a time and a place when out- 


ward expression is inadvisable, when the 
individual patriotiem of the spirit is a 
greater thing. We hope that our British 
citizens and their sympathizers wil] bear 
this in mind and make of their mass meet- 
ing more an expression of loyalty to this 
country of their adoption than an occasion 
for the reiteration of bitterness, the foster- 
ing of hatred, the desire for revenge. 


ae ~ INSIDE OF THE CUP. 
Bishop Johnson of Los Angeles in his 
opening address before the Episcopal con- 
vention put his finger on a tender spot in 
church progress that needs healing if 
Christian ideals are ever to regenerate 
mankind. He made a strong plea for more 
spirituality, not so much among the clerry, 
where it is plentiful, as among the lay 
helpers, where it is not so evident. The 
contention that Christianity is a failure be- 
cause it only exists today through its secu- 
lar and social features is an old one and 
lately has been widely discussed in public. 
As e0on as a majority believe the church 
is primarily a business institution its capac- 
ity for doing good has passed away. While 
recognizing the need of strong financial 
brains in every ‘church management, since 
without proper financing a church is hope- 
leasly handicapped, the bishop urged his 
hearers always to make the religious side 
of the.church paramount, never to let the

spiritual become secondary to the material. 
The laborer is worthy of his hire. Yet in 
every enterprise the man who works only 
for his hire will never be anything more 
than a hired worker. This is true of sec 
ular occupations. It is true of those who 
strive to serve the Master. 

A wise merchant who has good goods 
advertises them, but he remembers the 
goods must be good or the advertisement 
in time will shame him. A Christian organ- 
izer must not place parish teas and socials, 
bazaars and club meetings, the amusement 
of congregations or the arousing of emo- 
tion simply with an eye to the collection 
plate as the one and only requisite in suc- 
cessful church work. It ts good sometimes 
for authority to raise a voice for the higher 
side. 

Bishop Johnson has always been one of 
the most zealous (hristian workers for the 
higher ideals in church life. Never was a 
reminder of these ideale for al! Christian 
workérs more timely than in this present 
year. We are seeing in Burope the effects 
of unrestrained materialism in nationa! pol- 
itics; we need warning lest materialism get 
a stranglehold on the religious life of the 
nations. 

The church must use the legitimate 
weapons of business to keep it as an inst!.- 
tution financially eapable of doing good. 
All inetitutions must have two sides. On 
the outside it must possess the things that 
please, that quicken, that attract; but the 
inside of the cup must always. be the soul. 


HE POETS POWER. 

Gabriele d’Annunzio, Italy's national 
poet, has proved once more the poet's 
power over the hearts of men and even 
the destinies of nations. The ovation he 
received in the Italian Chamber of Depu- 
ties at the first meeting of the War Min- 
istry surpassed that given to Premier Salan- 
dra himself. For months D'Annunzio has 
been crying war into the ears of Italy, and 
Italy has become intoxicated with the mu- 
sic. No one can doubt that the inspired 
utterances of the war poet have gone far to 
stir the embers into a blaze and so drive 
Italy from her strict attitude of neutrality. 

But poets like D’Annunzio,*perhaps luck- 
fly for the world, are few and far between. 
Perhaps, too, it is well that the lesser 
poets, whose “songs gush from their 
hearts” but do not “echo down the corrt- 
dors of time,” are always in a large ma- 
jority. How much D’Annunzio has deserved 
of his people time alone will tell. Long- 
fellow, in our peaceful hours, may have 
done more for the good of America with 
“The Village Blacksmith” than D’Annunzio 
with bis martial fire has in the present 
crisis done for the glory of Italy. 


The suggestion is made that President 
Wileen ought to stump the country in the 
interest of his certain candidacy before the 
people. What is needed to boost the Wil- 
son candidacy more than anything else is 
a return of confidence and prosperity. It 
is a condition and not a theory that is con- 
fronting the Democratic party.

AFTER THE WAR. 


BY THE EDITOR OF THE “TIMES.” 


This colossal war—the blunder and the 
crime of all the centuries—will come to an 
end: it cannot last forever. 

When it is ended, with the combatants ex- 
hausted, and with perhaps not a single one 
of the contending nations victorious in any 
high er permanent sense, nor with its ter- 
ritory safely expanded, this journa! will! 
continue its ca begun now, along 


these lines, substantially, and along other 
lines in harmony therewith. 

I. Advocacy of the restoratfon of the 
status quo ante-bellum—the application to 
the situation, as it may be found at the end 
of the fighting, of the principle of making 
no alteration or disturbance in the nationa! 
sovereignty or the territorial integrity of 
any of the contending nations. No seizure 
and appropriation by the victor of the ter- 
ritory, lands or property of the vanquished. 

Il. Each nation to bind up its own 
wounds—measureless and poignant though 
they be—and pay its own costs of the dread- 
ful and needless conflict. 

Peace on the basis of all sides quit- 
ting the fight simultaneously, under a com- 
mon agreement, and without prejudice to 
the other eide or sides; and with the fur- 
ther agreement that fighting between na- 
tions shall end forever. An international 
compact, embracing every one of the recent 
combatants, as well as all other nations that 
can be persuaded to join the pact upon even 
and honorable terms: the same to speedily 
become a Universal! Peace Pact, embracihe 
all civilised nations and civilized peoples 
throughout the earth, banding themselves 
together for the high purpose of ending 
wars forever. 

TV. Such a Peace Pact would require for 
fits logical creation powerful organization, 
enduring establishment and continued life 
as the controlling. disseminating power 
which the world sadly needs today—more 
than ever in all its history—these funda- 
mental prerequisites, to wit: 

(1.) A World Government composed of the 
essential elements, vic: A World Congress, 
a World Judiciary and a World Arbitral 
Court; a World Executive Department, with 
an official head recognized by all branches 
of the World Government, as well as by the 
Powers composing the Universal Peace 
Pact; such Executive Head to be duly in- 
vested with all the executive authority le- 
gally appertaining to his high position; and 
which may be delegated to his hands by the 
several nations composing the World Gov- 
ernment, acting through the ‘World Con- 
gress duly created by them. 

(2.) It will then be for each of the battling 
nations, save poor, prostrate Belgium, to 
address itself to the sorry task of binding 
up its own wounds, numberiess, deep, sore 
and grievous as they are, of burying its own 
uncounted dead, and of providing in time— 
in no short time, either—for the payment of 
its own proper share of the mighty cést of 
the losing war; for whoever wins, all will 
lose, in the true and large sense, in the long 


run. 

(3.) A World Army and a World Navy, to 
obey and serve the World “overnment and 
be ever its strong right a: against all 
comers ishould any come.) men, 
arms, munitions, ships, gums and otwer par- 
aphernalia for such dynamic world force 
may be drawn by mutual consent (which 
would be given, almost without question) 
from the several nations composing thé 
Universal Alliance or Universal Peace Pact, 
in proportion to the military, naval, popu- 
lation, fmancial and commercial! strength of 
each. 

(4.) Complete disarmament is not possible 
in this day and generation; and none but 
unwise observers, inaccurate students of 
history, and parrow, murky thinkers hold 
that it is poasible; therefore, 

(5.) In raising and organizing this mighty 
dynamic force for the high object of guar- 
anteeing, beyond the question of a doult. 
the permanent peace of the world, it would 
be wholly unnecessary to resort to the dis 
armament of the several nations, or any of 
them. Each might safely retain in ite exclu- 
sive service, for internal defense and the 
suppression of domestic rebellion, insurrec- 
tion or invasion, such necessary portions of 
ites regular military and nava! forces as its 
national government might see fit, in its 
own independent discretion, to retain. tt 
would clearly not be the policy of the World 
Government to denude. or attempt to de- 
nude, of soldiers, sallors, warships or guns 
any of the uations forming «a component 
part of the superior government: on the 
contrary, each separate nation might safely 
and wisely be left to its own choice in that 
regard, for every country upon earth re 
quires the means of domestic defense within 
,ite own undisputed control. Disarmament 
to the limit of internal safety would come 
in good time through the free and willing 
action of the respective countries them- 
selves which would not commit the eco- 
nomic folly of keeping up large standing 
armies when no longer required to make 
war upon neighboring countries. Moreover, 
the World Government, with its powerful 
armament, would stand in no danger what- 
ever of assaulting any single nation. even 
should such nation ever become hostile and 
“buck the traces.” And vet even the com- 
bined army and navy of the World Govern- 
ment would not need to be so tremendously 
powerful after all; it could dominate the 
whole world if in its ranks were embraced 
contingents of only modest strength drawn 
from each of the leading countries that 
would almost certainly enter the Pact and 
do their part in the blessed work of secur- 
ing and forever maintaining peace over this 
sin-cursed earth. 

#(6.) International control of the sea and 
of the air, and the regulation of the naviga- 
tion thereof; so that the tremendous abuses, 
unwarranted hardships and needless dan- 
gers which the existing conflict has devel- 
oped may forever be brought to an_end, 
and the clear richts of neutral non-combat- 
ante and peaceful §gommerce on the seas 
shall be amply protected henceforth. 

(7.) One of the very foremost and firmest 
features of this Plan of Universal Peace is 
the provision that the Universal Peace Pact 
—the World Government—shall never in- 
vade, but always preserve, maintain, defend 
and guarantee the terrijoria! integrity, the 
national autonomy, the independent sover- 
eignty. and the peace of every member of 
the Alliance: in brief, that this all-embrac- 
ing World Government shall secure to ev- 
ery nation within the protecting folds of the 
Alliance a measure of security impossible 
for it to attain by ite own unaided efforts. 
So that ne country. bowever powerful or 
pretentious, need hesitate to enter the Pact 
because of fear that it would thereby lose 
any of its rights, dignities, immunities or 
prerogatives as an independent member of 
the great Family of ‘Nations. Only in the 
impossible event that such nation should in- 
advertentiy, unwarrantably, needlessly run 
against the all-powerful World Government 
would there be any difficulty between the 
lesser and the greater power. And then the 
trouble would be speedily ended. ... 
Universal peace, universal protection, up- 


ba acs. 


questionable eecurity, coupled with meas 
ureless and widespread biessings, would en- 
sue throughout the world. 

V. Btress may well be laid upon these 
provisions of the Peace Plan, among others, 
viz: (1) That feature which provides for 
a World Supreme Court, whose high, just 
and noble mission it will be to bear and ar- 
bitrate, in a tribunal the foremest known 
to men, all questions of difference arising 
between the members of the Alliance, thus 
making an overruling Court of Justice take 
the plage of the dread arbitrament of the 
sword; (2) that feature which guarantees 
to every nation-member of the Pact its ter- 
ritortal integrity, its independent national 
autonomy, and its perfect freedom from ev- 
ery objectionabie or extraneous interfer- 
ence or influence, even by the World Gow 
ernment itself; (5) that feature which guar- 
antees to every nation concerned the con- 
tinued, uninterrupted control of its own 
military and mava! establishment for inter- 
nal purposes, subject only to the superior 
calls of the World Government upon each 
member of the Pact to supply its due quota 
of men, military stores and . equipments 
from time to time, (4) that feature which 
guarantees to each nation entering the 
Pact, no matter at what stage, complete 
equality with every other member, includ- 
ing the original organisers, in the essential 
matters of rights, privileges, immunities 
and prerogatives; and (5) that feature 
which provides that the Peace Pact shall be- 
come a living entity—a practical reality as 
a world force—when a sufficient number of 
leading nations (five or seven of the fore 
most) shall have entered its ranks, sub- 
scribed to its constitution and laws, and 
pledged themselves to its purposes. Such 
action, when taken—and it may yet be 
taken—vwill give birth, life, power and action 
to the World Government and PEACE TO 
THE WORLD. 

VI. The foregoing are only some of the 
essential features of the elaborate, worid- 
wide “Plan for Ending Wars” to which I 
commenced to give original and studious 
personal attention long before the outbreak 
of the existing mighty conflict in Europe. 
The subject will be pursued, in order to 
present the plan in its entirety, step by step.

I will not give myself permission to in- 
dulge in any amusements or pastimes that 
are morally uneafe for the average inex- 
perienced young persons who must accept 
their amusements under such conditions 
and in such places as the public affords. 

Inasmuch as children learn and do what 
they see older persons doing, I will under- 
take to live in such a way that the child- 
hood of the world can safely follow my 
example and teaching.

Another Big Sun Spot. 

[Scientific American:] A great sun spot, 
estimated to be 100,000 miles long, has 
been disclosed by the recent development 
of a photographic plate that was exposed at 
the naval observatory at Washington. on 
March 29. The following instructions are 
given by the observatory officials for ob- 
serving the spot: 

“By holding a piece of smoked glass in 
front of one of the object glasses of an 
ordinary opera glass, with the smoked side 
turned toward the opera glass and look- 
ing through this side only, using one eve. 
the spot may be plainly seen. Caution 
should be observed not to get the full glare 
of the sun in the eye, and the side of the 
giasses not in use should be turned away 
from, instead of toward, the other eye, so 
as to avold the possiDility of the sun's rays 
striking that eye through the glass.”

Japanese Art and Handiwork Exhibited in Pleasing 


Blossom Kingdom — Won- 


derful Vases and Carvings Shown in*a Bewildering 
Array — Skillful Adaptation from All Nations. | 


AN DIEGO, May 22.—In our en- 
S thusiasm over the wonderful 
landscape gardening and the pic- 


exposition we sometimes forget the 
interior of the great buildings and the 
excellent exhibits there. But though 
the exposition is small and the di- 
rectors did not strive to compete with 
former expositions in scope, as this 
is largely a California fair, the various 
buildings contain much of unusual 
interest and of educational] value. 
There are no exhibits made by the 


foreign governments, but there is 4 
splendid exhibit of Japanese art and 
handiwork in the Foreign and Do- 
mestic Arts Building. The Japan Ex- 
hibit .Association, a branch of the 
Kyosan-Kai Company, a powerful 
commercial organization which repre- 
sents the leading manufacturers and 
art collectors of Japan, has placed 
the exhibit. 
There are fare collections of Sat- 
suma, Cloisonnes, tapestries and won- 
derfully-carved teakwood cabinets, 
screens and other antiques. It is a 
delight to see the rare works of art 
in the collections, but it le even more 
interesting to study the progress and 
cleverness of the Japanese in appro- 
priating for themselves and perfect- 
ing the arts of other nations. 
The exhibitors have not laid as 
much stress upon the ancient art as 
upon the modern Japanese work and 
the exhibit constantly tells this story 
of Japanese ingenuity in adopting and 
perfecting the arts and sciences of 
other nations. The commercial or- 
ganization iteelf, which was formed 
purely to place exhibits of Japanese 
and Chinese works of art in exposi- 
tions, is an example of their progres- 
siveness. 

CULTURED PEARLS. 
There ts a collection of cultured 
nearls and as Interesting as the ex- 


‘isite jewels seen there is the story 
of the cultured pearl which Mr. Shin- 
taro Wada will tell you if you are in- 
terested. Not satisfied with the un- 
certain crop of pear! fishing in their 
natural state, in which two or three 
|pearls are found in about 1000 oys- 
ters, the Japanese have a pear! cul- 
ture process whereby they know the 
exact proportion of production for 
their market. 

This pearl culture consists of the 
Introduction of a small foreign sub- 
stance into the oyster which forms a 
nucleus for the pearl. The oyster is 
then returned to the water and the 
natural secretions form the pear. 
Out of 100 oysters so treated there are 
a possible six or seven pearls to be 
found. The only defect is that the 
cultured pearls have a flat side where 
they are severed from the shell and 
hence they sell for from. one-sixth to 


pearls. 
The oysters are first cultivated for 
the substance, 


After that they are left in the water 
for four or five years. Although the

Even the manufacture of cloisonne 
did not originate with the Japanese, 
The sarnfe story of the adoption of 
the art of another people for them- 
selves ia told in the cloisonne exhib 
as the Chinese made cloisonne - 20 
years ago, but then lost the secret, 
later rediscovered by the Japanese. 
In one large case are a number of 
ancient Japanese idols. Among these 
are two terrible-looking imagces of the 
Wind God taken from the Temple of 
Nara, hundreds of years old and price- 
lees in value. And with these are 
some of the very modern tapestries 
and fine embroidered work. Many 
of the beautifully-embroidered hang- 
ings look exactly like rare paintings. 
These are teakwood cheirs wonder- 
fully carved by hand, cabinets inlaid 
with mother of pear! and ivory, and 
a wonderful teakwood hand-carved 
Chinese bed.

PLANS OUT FOR LARGE GRADE 
BUILDING ON BUDLONG NEAR

Plans for a new grammar school 
that will mean much to a rapidly ad- 
vancing district in southwest Los An- 
Seles have just been completed by 
Alfred W. Rea and Charlies B. Gar- 
stang of this city.

Unemployment in New York City. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics of 
the United States Department of La- 
bor has just published as bulletin No. 
172 a report on unemployment in 
New York City. The report ‘s based 
on information obtained from a cen- 
sus of 104 city blocks, Iloeated in 
various sections of the city, carefully 
selected with the purpvuse of including 
a representative number of families of 
the various nationalities and a!) classes 
of industrial workers, combined with 
a census of all families in 3702 in- 
dividual tenement-hovuses .and resi- 
Gences, covering a +stf!! wider range 
of distribution. The figures obtained 
have been used as a basis for estimat- 
-— the number unemployed in the 
city. 

The enumeration was made tn the 
first half of February. 1915, and there- 
fore shows conditions of unemploy- 
ment at that time. Information was 
obtained from 64,949 families having 
a total membership of 229.428 persons, 
of which number 65.443 were wage 
earners. Of these families, 11,723 had 
one or more wage parners out of 
work, showing an aggregate of 15.- 
417 persons, or 16.2 per cent. of all 
Wage earners in these families with- 
out employment of any kind. The to- 
tal number of wage earners in New 
York City In 1915, estimated on. the 
basis adopted by the Bureau of the 
Census, is approximately 2,455,000. 
The percentage of unemployment 
found among the members of 54,849 
families visited (36.2) applied to this 
number shows that the total number 
of unemployed in Greater New York 
was about 698,000. 

The above figures do not fully meas- 
ure the amount of unemployment, for 
only those persons who had no em- 
ployment whatever, regular or irreg- 
ular, full time or part time, at the 
time of the agent’s visit were record- 
ed as unemployed. To find the full 
extent of unemployment it Is necessary 
to secure information also in regard 
to the large amount of part-time or 
'rreguilar employment existing in prac- 
tically every industry. On account of 
the difficulty of securing definite in- 


formation in regard to irregular or 
| part-time workers, all such were in- 
cluded in the number employed. The 
above estimate of 398,000 unemployed, 


irregular or part-time workers. 

A tabulation of the unemployed by 
persons of unemployment shows that 
11.1 per cent. of all unemployed per- 
sons had been out of work over 180 
days: 26.4 per cent, over 120 days: 
39.3 per cent., over 90 days: 55.8 per 
cent., over 60 days; 76.4 per cent., 
over 30 days; 88.4 per cent., over 
18 days: and $2.8 per cent.. were 
out of work at least one week. The 
occupations or trades having the larg- 
est number of persons unemployed‘ 
out of the total of 15,417 were: Com- 
mon laborers, 2440: buildine trades, 
2045: and the clothing trades, 1781. 
The fact is noted, however, that the 
figurés were secured at a season of 
the vear when work in the building. 
trades and in the clothing trades is 


normally slack and that the number |], 


out of work reported for these trades 
‘was affected to a large extent by the 
slack season. ‘4 

A tabulation of the percentages of 
unemployment in each of several se- 
lected occupations, based on the esti- 
mated total number of wage earners 
im those occupations, shows the per- 
centages of persons out of work to be 
as follows: Marble and stone cutters, 
47.3 per cent.; bricklayers and stone 
masons, 32.5 per cent.; carpenters, 
25.9 per cent.; painters and paper- 
hangers, 43.9 per cent.; plasterers, 37.1 
per cent.; plumbers, gas and steam 
fitters, 23.1 per cent.; bakers, 16.3 
per cent.; longshoremen and steve- 
dores, 16.2 per cent.; machinists, 13.1 
per cent.; stenographers and typists, 
7 per cent.; and common laborers, 
combined without regard to industry, 
34.2 per cent., while the percentage 
of unemployment in all occupations 
other than those named above is 13.9 
per cent.

“Clean-up Week" Because Notices 

were Printed in an Open Shop. 

[American Industries:] The deep 
goncern of union labor for the public 
good was touchingly demonstrated nf 
Clevgland the other day. The Fed-| 
eration of Labor of that city, in con- 
junction with the local Typographical 
Union, always an uplifting elerment in 
any community, boycotted the “Clean- 
up Week,” which had been arranged 
as a part of the campaign for a “bet- 
ter, brighter Cleveland.” 

The wrath of organized labor was 
incurred when a citizens’ committee 
in charge of the campaign ordered 
10,000 cards printed in colors by the 
Mtis Lithograph Company, which con- 
ducts an open shop. Forthwith the 
unions, through the secretary of the 
Meveland Federation of Labor, laid 


A BAFFLED LABOR UNION, 


HEN the Holmes Home to shelter betrayed girls and aged, bomeless 
old women and worse than orphaned, fatheriess children, was in 
process of construction at Oklahoma City, the Bricklayers Union sent 
& walking delegate—at $10 per day—to investigate and report. He espied a 
non-union man at work on the walls. He announced that his worker must join 
the union, must pay $15 for so doing, that he must not lay over 400 brick a 


day (he was then laying 1200) and must not work on Saturday. 


The superintendent of the work replied that the worker in question was 
conscientiously opposed to joining a union, that he had just buried his child, 
that he had a sick wife at home, that he was in a strange country and out of 
funds. The walking delegate then promised to do all he could to induce his 
union not to molest the worker, but he returned the next morning and stated 
that the demands of the union must be met. 
of the work thereupon invited the delegate to go “to a place underground 
where could be found a good hot fire the year around.” But another member 
invited him into the reception-room of the home and prayed and wrestled with 
him until he found balm for his sin-sick soul, when he resigned from the 


union and aided in directing the building of the home. 


The union refused to accept his resignation, fined him $160 for his recal- 
citrafice, and threatened to hurl all sorts of sores and shames upon his bare 
head. As a converted man he could not feally tell the union to go to hell, 
although he longed to backslide for about five minutes in ofder to make a 


recommendation of that nature. 


The union committee returned to town in-a rage and notified every brick 
‘and cement and stone company in the State that they woilld tie ug every job 
that used their product if they gave or sold the Holmes Home any of their 
material. They also appointed a vocal committee to attend upon the work- 
men on the home—who were all receiving more than union wages—and yow!l 
scab, scab at them, when they were going to and returning from their work. 

These kindly efforts of the union to coerce non-union men into joining 
their organization all failed, hnd work upon the Holmes Home continued with- 


out intermission. -

CAUSE OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 


Adverse Legislation and Warfare 
Agaiust Capital Cause Small Inves- 
tors to Withdrew from Business. 
[Pacific Coast Bulletin:] Labor and 
capital are partners, and an injury to 
One is an injury te beth. Labor and 


capital always have, and always will 
languish or prosper together. There 
cannot possibly be good times for one 
and hard times for the other. They 
are absolute partners, and while there 
may be temporary and minor differ- 
ences, In the main. the weal of 

ils the weal of both. 

Idle capital makes idle men. One 
great trouble is, there are at present 
too many idle employers in this coun- 
try. If we can get them to work the 
idle men will soon disappear. ¢ 

The wage-earners fhemselves have 
been largely responsible for this un- 
fortunate condition of affairs. The 
politicians and officeholders have 
waged this war on capital, because 
they thought that was what you want- 
ed. Ambitious, but unwise, labor- 
union leaders have persistently urged 
all kinds of class legislation against 
the employer, supposedly in favor of 
employees. Much of this legislation 
has been passed by national and State 
Legislatures. Full crew bills, eight- 
hour bills, minimum work and macxi- 
mum wage bilis, seamen'’s bilie—al! 
tending to make it more difficult for 
capital to do business successfully. The 
result has been to drive hundreds of 
thousands of smal! investors out of 
business. The country is now feeling 
the effects. 

War on capital does not seriously 
disturb Rockefeller, Carnegte, Vander- 
bilt.and men like that. While they 
may be hurt, they can get along. Their 
interests are large, and their invest- 
ments, being permanent, cannot very 
well be withdrawn business. 
While the capfital of these very rich 
men is large, it is only a drop in the 
bucket as compered with “¢« agsre- 
gate capital of the small investors— 
men with from a few hundred to a 
few thousand dollars to employ. Thead 
small investors are the ones who have 
been frightened and driven out of 
business by the long continued and 
onrelenting warfare againet capital. 
A very large proportion of the capt- 
tal of the country is controlled by 
these small investors. They can em- 
ploy it or let it le idle, as they see fit. 
At present they are letting it Me idle. 
it at work 


if they could, because it does not do 


them any good while idle, but they are 
afraid to risk it. These people can 
See little to gain by tnvesting their 
money under present conditions, and 
they might lose it entirely. They 

fer not to take the chances. ers 
will tell you there is plenty of capital 
im the country, but it is not working, 
Nobody wants to take a chance. When 
you come to think of it you can hard- 
ly blame them. All kinds of radieal 
laws have been passed and many more 
have been proposed, tending toward 
the confiscation of capital. As long as 
this keeps up unemployment will con. 
tinue, and it will erow worse. This 
country now affords a fair illustration 
of labor undertaking to get along 
without capital.

To the demurrer ~ 
the girl's attorney replied that the 
Federal Constitution gave their client 
the right to seve. Justice Crane said 
he Was inclined to agree with their 
contention, but decided therm. 
The case was appealed. 


Pay a Heavy Tax. . 
The union carpenters who have re- 
mained at work In Chicago, estimated 
at from 4000 to 7000 in number, have 
heen paying 10 cents an hour from 
their wages for the benefit of the # 
strikers. Suppose the increased wages 
demanded should be granted, after 
one month’s strike, it would take 
these working carpenters two méenths 
to get back their 10-cents-an-hour as- 
sesement before they could é¢njoy 
their advanced wages.

Geclared Prof. Walter Rauschenbusch 
of the Rochester Theological Semin- 
ary in an address before the northern 
Baptist convention evening.

Taking for his subject, “The Task 
of American Christianity as Related 
to National Life,” the noted lecturer 
and teacher told of the universal men- 
tal and spiritual depression felt as 
® result of the great European war. 
He described his idea of Christianity’s 
opportunity and obligation to in- 
fluence nationa! life. 

But it ia also a year of educa- 
tion for all who have kept their minds 
open, Prof. Rauschenbusech con- 
tinues. “Many half-true ideas have 
been cruthpled wp and thrown aside, 
and more follow. We have 

crow further fram our 
individualism and taught to think in 
terme of nationality, in terms of or- 
ganized life. 

"We are witnessing the wrestling of 
collective organiems. T’'sual- 

we focus the flesh-and-blood real- 
ity of individual men and the nation 
seems shadowy, a figure of speech. 
But’ in such times as this the nation 
blazes forth as a supereminent power, 
seizing and commanding the individ- 
ual by ite spiritual authority, and- 
labor, loyalty, suffering 

eath. 

“All the belligerent nations are to- 
day measuring every man and every 
institution by their capacity to serve 
the nation in its agonized strugzie 
for existence. This will be one of the 
constructive effects of this terrible de- 
struction. It will tame and humble 
many proud and selfish interests. It 
will @emand of all individuals and 
of all minor organizations subordina- 
tion and self-sacrifice to a larger and 
higher collective good. 

GLORY OF HUMAN LIFE. 


“The gospel of Jesus Christ stands 
for the preciousness and giory of ev- 
ery human life, however humble or 
handicapped. It stands for the es- 
sential equality of rich and poor. 
high and low, educated and uneducat- 
e4. Before God they are al! one. all 
sinful,.all responsible, all in need of 
salvation. It stands for the holy cal! 
of duty, for the surrender of selfish- 
hess and the readiness to serve. It 
stands for the law of love which 
binds men itn commurity of tnterests 
as a great brotherhood. These great 
principles represent the highest spir- 
itual comvictions of the race.

It 
owns its lighting and water systems, 
and is the largest connecting link on 
the west between Los Angeles, South 
Pasadena and Alhambra. 

The district is intersected by the 
Huntington boulevard and the Pasa- 
dena Short Line cars connecting Los 
Angeles. Pasadena and the San Ga- 
briel Valley. It is about four miles 
from the business section and is io- 
cated on the northeast about the same 
distance as the university and Exposi- 
tion Park on the south.
